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THEY DON'T LIKE REFORM

SPINOLA AND OUMMINGS 41- 
TAOK THE LAW. 
CUMMINGS MOVES TO DEPRIVE THE 

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION or 
FUNDS—OPPOSING BAILEY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Representative 
Cummings of New-York this afternoon desisted 
jong enough from his occupatien as a reporter 
bf the proceedings of the House of Representa- 
tives to make & savage but puerile, ill-advised, 
and absolutely ineffectual attack upon the civil 
service system and law. The discussion that 
was brought on by his assault was in some re- 
spects fortunate, although a part of it was but 
the repetition of somewhat worn-out election 
charges against both parties,in which it was 
noticeable that the unfortunate members who 
were not re-elected were conspicuous. 

The pill making appropriations for the execu- 
tive, legislative, and judicial expenses of the 
Government was under discussion. When the 
clause of the bill providing for the expenses of 
the Civil Service Commission was reached a 
motion was made by Mr. Henderson of Iowa to 
amend itso asto give the commission three 
more clerks than the number allowed by the 
Committee on Appropriations. In a brief but 
Aggressive speech he iatimated that the present 
Administration had paid no regard to the letter 
or spirit of the civil serviee law, and tbat the 
new Administration would. This provoked Mr. 
McMillin to challenge Mr. Henderson for proof 
of violation of the law, which Mr. Henderson 
did not appear to have about him. But he 
had his voice at command, and he let 
it outat nigh pressure in expressing his per- 
sonal belief that in the selection ef clerks under 
the civil service law polities had absolutely 
dominated. Further than this he ha: heard of 
one bureau chief who had boasted that he had 
seen to it that 97 per cent. of the clerks ap- 
pointed underhim haa been good Democrats. 
Republicans had passed examinations, he said, 
but had utterly failed to secure appointment, 
He believed that investigation would show that 
90 per cent. of the civil service appointees 
under the Democrats were Democrats. 

The dispute between Mr. McMillin and Mr. 
Henderson waxed loud and warm. When it 
ceased in a joint shout Mr. Randall’s voice was 
heard. He deprecated the bringing up of polli- 
tics in discussing the proposed amendment of 
the gentleman from Iowa. If 1t were a ques- 
tien as to whether or not a question should be 
approved that fastened a class akin to a pen- 
sion Hist upon the country he might be with the 
bpponents of the ee: The law was 
there, however, and the committee had only 
tried to make it effective. He was opposed to 
granting the additional clerical force asked for. 
If his friends on the other side were enamored 
of the law they would soon be in charge of the 
whole Government and could, if they chose, in- 
clude init all the officers in the service. He 
should watch the next Congress with great in- 
terest to see what it would do in this respect. 

Mr. Randall’s conservative appeal to the 
House had no eftect upon Mr. Amos Cummings. 
He popped up to demand that the whele civil 
service section be stricken out. He did this be- 
cause all bills to repeal the law had been buried 
in committee, and he did not see any other way 
than to cripple the commission by striking out 
the whole appropriation. He believed the sys- 
tem one to favor sertain voters at the expense 
of others, and that if members of the House 
were to be subjected te examinations not five- 
eighths of them woulda ever reach the floor. 

Gen. Spinola thought Mr.’ Cummings’s re- 
warks excellent. He said that they were very 
“healthy.” He went farther than Mr. Cum- 
mings and expressed his belief that seven- 
eighths of the people were against civil serviee 
reform. If the Democrats on his side could be 
honestly polled they would be unanimously 
againstit, Tammany Hall had declared against 
it time and time again, and Tammany Hall had 
repudiated ‘“‘one Grover Cleveland’s letter to 
one George Wiiliam Curtis.” 

All of this talk provoked a good deal of glee- 
ful comment on both sides of the chamber, 
which Mr. Spinola enjoyed as if it were testi- 
mony te his pelitical “_, —— * 

A vote was taken en Mr. Henderson s motien 
to increase the oiprical force and it was lost— 
27 to 60. ? ‘ has 

Mr. Randall again appealed to Mr. Cummings 
to withdraw his proposal to strikeout. The 
bill had been made out in accordance with law. 
If the gentleman wanted to have the law re- 
pealed he would find a great many persons in 
sympathy with him. 

Mr. Cummings would gladly withdraw his 
proposition if he could see any other way of 
setting at the Civil Service Commission. He 
offered to withdraw if Mr. Randall would agree 
to have a yea and nay vote on it in the House. 
That, Mr. Randall said, he had no power to do. 
Tnen Mr. Cummings insisted upon a vote. 

At last the Republicans woke up. Mr. Butter- 
worth came to the support of the bill. If Mr. 
Cummings’s proposition was adopted the com- 
mission would not be abolished, and the Com- 
missioners would still have the right to colleet 
their. salaries. For his part, he would be glad 
to stand a cross-questioning from Mr. Spinola 
and to tell him why he belicved in civil service 
reform. As for Mr. Cummings’s proposition, it 
would not accomplish what he waa after. 

“It would be the difference,” said Mr. Cum- 
mings standing up for a moment, with his 
hand thrust in his breeches pockets—his cus- 
tomary attitude when speaking—“ between kill- 
ing aman and taking off hisleg. I'll be satis- 
tied with the leg.”’ 

Mr. Browne of Indiana, next te Judge Kelley 
the most melanchely speaker in the House, 
came to the defense of the system which took 
the slerks out of pelitics. Te Gen. Spinola he 
said that to assist the policy of Tammany Hall 
would be to make our electiors a merescramble 
for spoils. He spoke very earnestly against the 
useless increase of offices of all Kinds, and said 
thatevery member knew that they could re- 
duce the number of places one-half and yet 
have greater efficiency than now. “I am in 
favor of civil service reform,” he said. ‘* We 
are trying to get American polities above Tam- 
many Hall polities. I indorse everything that 
President Clevelané has so well said on this 
subject, and condemn everything that his party 
has dove.” 

Mr. Springer and Mr. Browne then discussed 
the significance of the popular majority for 
Cleveland, and Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts fol- 
lowed, beginning by referring te the Southern 
majorities of the Democrats by audoting Lord 
Clyde’s saying that they were “surprised at 
their own moderation.”” They knew very well 
that the people of the United States woula not 
approve of this proposition. What 1s known as 

civil service reform only represents the desire 
of the people to get rid of the spoils system, in 
which he believed the great mass of the intelli- 
gent people of the conniry believe, and when 
some one sneers and says that it is hypocrisy 
aud un-American it seemed te his mind that the 
spoils system is un-American and not the system 
that gives a fair field and nu favor. Party 
piaces soould bein the hands of the party, but 
it would be folly to have elerks chosen by the 
pressure and favoritism of whicb all knew so 
mucnin the past. He did not set great store 
upon the help ef patronage in elections. ** You 
hud all the patronage in the last campaign; 
Low much did it help you? We had all in the 
campaign before; how much did it help us?” 
With ®& partingshot shot at Tammany Hall, as 
represented by Spinola and Tweed, he stopped 
to wake way for a Maryland speaker. 

Mr. Barnes Compton is from a State that 
might be expected to dislike civil service re- 
form, and Mr. Gorman himself could not have 
beev more frank in expressing his objections to 
it. Another Meryland man follewed, but Mr. 
McComas was for the civil service and against 
Tammany Hall, which he pitched into in a vig- 
orous way. 

That brought Mr. Cummings up again to com- 
plain of Mr. Browne's attack on Tammany 
Hall. He theught it came with an ill grace 
from Indiana to talk about political methods in 
New-York, when a Republican Vice-President- 
eleet, at a famous «inner in New-York, had 
openly boasted that that State had been carried 
by the use of “soap”; and new, he said, one of 
the leaders of the party was a fugitive from the 
State of Indiama. Whatever imperfections 
there might bein the New-York methods, they 
did not include the “five floaters” system. 

Mr. Randall, in an unusually moderate way, 
expressed the epivion that those who had ad- 
ministered the law fer four years had been hon- 
est and fair in contending with difficulties and 
disappointments. e was in favor of giving the 
appropriation and letting the new-comers wres- 
tle wita the problem. Then be threw cold water 
on the speeches of Cummings and Spinola. He 
said he thought bis friend was a little enthusi- 
astic when he said that the Democratic side was 
unanimous for a repeal of the law. He agreed 
with Mr. Lodge in not regarding patronage as a 
powerful help, and repeated his request to Mr. 
Cummings to withdraw his amendment. . 

Mr. Browne of Indiana took up the assault 
on his State and its political metnods. He ada- 
witted that Republican politics in Indiana were 
not pure, and he challenged the Democrats to 
investigate the election there, believing that 1t 
would show a baé state of things on that side, 
too. He would go as faras any one, and his 
motto was, ‘Let no guilty man escape.” 

Mr. Bynum defended District Attorney Sel- 
lers from the charge of resigning because he 
could not find evidence against Col, Dudley. He 
had made no such statement aa reported by the 
Republican papers. Those papers in Indiana 
hed, during the last six months, published 
everything that was not true and nothing that 
was true. ; 

There waa further talk on the Cummings mo- 
tion, Mr. Cox speaking briefly against 1t and 
beginning his speech by sending up to be read 
Commissioner Edgerton’s amazing interview in 
which be characterized the civil service reform 
ee “a fraud and humbug.” Mr. Candler and 
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Taulbee of Kentucky in favor ef Mr. Cum- 


mings’s amendment. Then Mr. Camminys in- 
sisted upon a vote. The standing vote was 14 
to 97. r. Taulbee insisted. upon having a 
quorum, The vote by tellers showed Cum- 
inings’s backers te be such men as Spinola, 
Taulbee, O'Neill of Missouri, Ford of Michigan, 
Martin of Texas, Lawler of Illinois, and a few 
others. The vote was 25 to138, and the amend- 
ment was declared lost. 


The Senate’s short executive session to-day 
was long enough to show that the nomination 
of Leon O. Bailey to succeed Emery B. Sellers 
as United States District Attorney for Indiana 
is not to be confirmed without a struggle, in 
which the'friends of Col. W. W. Dudley will not 
be on Mr. Bailey’s side. It was asserted by 
some of the Republican Senators that certain 
documents which were not to Mr. Bailey’s 
credit were tn the possession of the Department 
of Justice, and it wus decided to call upon the 


Attorney-General to hand them over to 
the Senate. It is understeod that these 
papers were sent on by a Citizens’ 


Committee of Indianapolis, andthe Judiciary 
Committee wants to get hold of them. ‘he dis- 
cussion of Mr. Balley’s nomination is likely to 
be a long one, whatever may be the repert of 
the committee, and the Republigans @ho de not 
wish to see Col. Dudley put on trial fur his let- 
ter about the purchase of “floaters in blocks of 
five” think they will defeat Mr. Bailey’s con- 
firmation. It is asserted that they rely to some 
extent upon the help of certain Democratic Sen- 
ators who do not regard the Dudley letter as 
anything more than a proper and legitimate 
method of carrying on a political campaign. 


The House Committee on Indian Affaire to- 
day agreed to report favorably the bill recently 
introduced by Delegate Gifford of Dakota, 
amendatory of the law providing for the divis- 


ion of the great Sioux Reservation and the 
relinguishment of the Indian title to the remain- 
der. The bill was amended in committee so as 
to provide that that part of the reservation 
thrown open to settlement shall be disposed of 
to actual settlers at the following rates: For 
alllands taken within the first three years, 
$1 25 per acre; for all taken in the next two 
years, 75 cents per acre, and all taken there- 
after, 50 cents per acre. All lands remaining 
undisposed of at the end of 10 years after be- 
ing thrown open to settlement shall be taken by 
the Government at the rate of 50 cents per 
acre. It is also provided that one-third of the 
fund realized from the sale of the lands shall 
be set apart for educational purposes for the 
Indians, and that the remaining two-thirds 
shall be divided among them. The Dill also 
makes an appropriation of $200,000, to be ap- 
plied toward surveying the lands thrown open 
to settlement.

RUINED COMPANY. 
‘THE CHAMBER DENOUNCED WHILE DE 


—THE AMERICAN INTEREST. 

Paris, Dec. 18.—The Tribunal of Com- 
meros of the Seine nas declared that it is un- 
able to deal with the bankruptcy case of the 
Panama Canal Company. 

Panama Canal shareholders, on confing to the 
company’s offices, are invited to sign an agree- 
ment according to which they waive all elaims 
to interest until the canal shall have been eom- 
pleted. A few have signed, but the majority 
object to the proposed arrangement, 

The shareholders have also heen invitea to 
sign an agreement to subsoribe for lottery 
bonds on a future issue at 360f., and thousands 
have already signed. A few indiviauals who 
made deprecatory remarks concerning M. de 
Lesseps were roughly handled by the crowd 
areund the offices. — 

A notable result of the Panama Canal collapse 
is that both here and in the provinces all the 
anger and disappointment of the investors is 
directed against Parliament, while sympathy is 
extended to M. de Lesseps. Both M. de Lesseps 
and M. de Normandie dally receive numerous 
letters from holders of Panama sheres and 


bonds encouraging them with assurances 
ard promises that every possible sacri- 
tice will be made to save the enterprise. 


Nowhere is there heard a word of complaint 
against M. de Lesseps, who is rather regarded 
asamartyr. On the other band, there is every 
indication that when the Deputies who voted 
against the bill come forward for: re-election 
jo will find a very intense feeling against 
them. 

The feeling on the Bourseis much less gloomy. 
To-day there was 4 general rise in prices. Pana- 
ma Canal shares advanced 12f., Rio Tintos 11f.. 
and Suez Canal é6f. The Cabinet has decided 
that when the cemmittee’s report on the Bank- 
ruptcy bill is presented to the Senate on Friday 
the President of that body shall ask leave to 
interrupt the budget debate in order to detach 
from the Bankruptey bill an articie applicable 
to the position of the Panama Canal Company, 
the object being to save it from bankruptcy.

Company’s ditHculties may give rise to dis- 
orders on the isthmus, the French Government 
has decided to send a man-of-war to Colon to 
protect French interests. It is expected that 
po Unitea States willsend two war ships to 
Colon. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—It is said atthe 
Navy Departinent this afternoon that a naval 
vessel will probably be sent to Culon to protect 
American interests on the Isthmus of Panama, 
but that steps have not yet been taken in that 
direction. Itis eustemary to station a vessel in 
that neighborheod during the Winter season. 
Nothing is known of any troubles on gthe isth- 
mus, 





The representatives of the Panama Canal in- 
terests in this country maintained a discreet 
silence yesterday. The Mariner of the Wabash 
passed a mournful hour ortwo at the company’s 
office and then fled. Secretary Colné said noth- 
ing had been heard .from Panama or Paris, 
except through prees dispatches, and that no 
action had been taken by the committee here in 
relation to alleged American interests in the 
acheme, 

In the course of investigation into the affairs 
of the vompany some pointed questions are 
likely to be addressed to the managers of the 
American end of the business. Investors in 
this city understand that the American com- 
mittee was appointed not only to prevent ad- 
verse legislation and to promote measures bene- 
ficial to the company befere Congress, but also 
to solicit subscriptions for the stock. Their al- 
lowance for these purposes averaged $300,000 
per year for eight years. 

Of this sum $25,000 per year went to Aneient 
Mariner Thompson for attending a meeting of 
the committee annually in this city. Three 
other salaries, amounting to $15,000, were also 
paid to Nathan Appleton, Seeretary Colné, and 
the financial agents. Office expenses did not 
exceed $10,000 per year. The total for salaries 
and expenses was thus not apparently more 
than $50,000 per year, leaving $250,000—for 
what? 

One of the subscribers says that when Charles 
de Lesseps was last here he asked Secretary 
Colné for an accounting, ana that gentleman re- 
plied that he would forward it to Paris as seon 
as he could find time. He seems to have been 
too busy ever since, the subscriber says. The 
committee claims to have defeated proposed 
legislation in favor of the Nicaragua projeet, 
but it is not supposed that the surplus. was 
thus consumed. As the nef result of the com- 
mittee’s work subscriptiens have been taken 
at the offices 1n this city for avout $200,000, of 
which $186,000 was taken from French resi- 
dents and $14,000 from Americans ard Eng- 
lishmen. 

The Freneh colony of this city will try to get 
these matters explained should the canal au- 
thorities at Paris be too much concerned over 
their plight at home to insist upon an account- 
ing from the American committee, 


GERMANY’S STATE INTERESTS. P 
INTEREST IN THE FATE OF STANLEY— 
ARMY REORGANIZATION PLANS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 18.—Interest in African af- 
fairs is for the moment centred in the fate of 
Emin Pasha and Henry M. Stanley. Lieut. 
Wissmann. ata public meeting in Colognein 
October, said that Emin’s positien at Wadelai 
formed a wali which separated the Arabs of the 
Soudan from those of the south, and that if the 
wall collapsed the whole Arab movement would 
be so strengthened that it would require 


a hundredfold greater sacrifiees to master 
it. The greatest -doubt is thrown here 
en the repert that Stanley has been captured. It 
ils argued that the alleged tight must have oc- 
curred between the third and fifth degrees of 
north latitude, between Lado and Wadelal. 
The distance to Omdurman, Osman Digna’s heaid- 
quarters, is 1,200 miles, and thence to Suakino is 
another 400. miles. The swiftest messengers 
would take four months to vover the distance. 
The result of the discussions ef the Emin Relief 
Committee, however, is the pestpouement of the 
departure of Lieut. Wissmannu until definite 
news has been obtained of Emin's fate, Lieut. 
Wissman urging that,if the newsof Emin’s 
capture were true, important modifications of 
his plans would be necessary, In view of the in- 
creased ditticulties he would be almost certain 
to meet. The Areuz Zeitung makes a strong 
complaint because Lieut Wissman went 
to London tw purehase equipments fer 
the expedition when everything except, per- 
haps, tents, couid have been obtained just as 
good and just ascheapin Germany. The Emin 
Committee still has no news tending either to 
confirm orto discredit the Osman letter. All 
the news received here to the present emanated 
‘from London. 

Reports having been current that Emperor 
William intended a wholesale retiring of aged 
Generals, the promotion of junior officers, and a 
reorganization of the Military Department, in- 
cluding the appointment of Gen. Hanke as 
Minister of War and of Gen. Brauchitsch as chief 
of the Military Cabinet, the North German va- 
zette, in .&@ semi-official note, strongly pro- 
tests against the circulation of such rumors. 
It says: ‘‘Touching the question of military 
reorganization, the people eught to rest content 
with learning the proposals submitted to the 
Reichstag. In any case no further measures are 
to be expected fer the present.’ The tone of 
the protest, however, clearly proves that there 
is some basis of truth for these reports. 

The collapse of the Panama Canal scheme does 
not attract great attention here, except as altect- 
ing Boulangism and the political situation in 
France. The Beerse is more troubled by appre- 
hensions of a shortness of money at the end of 
the month, when further large exports of gold 
to Russia are expected. From 6 te 7 per cent, 
was paid for Joans to-day, while private discount 
rose to 4 per cent. Rumors of an increased 
tension betweer France and Italy and of new 
Servian complications arising frem the radical 
victory in the Skuptschina elections also tended 
to depress prices yesterday. A botter feoling 
was prevalent to-day, butit was not suflicient 
to raise prices. Short exchange on Lendon was 
quoted at 20.3642 and long exchange at 20.18. 
St. Petersburg exchange and rubles’ were 
rather firmer. The privileges of the Roeicha- 
bank, which expire on Jan. 1, 1891, will be pro- 
longed upon the payment of 15,000,000 marks 
to the empire, 


‘ CRIME IN IRELAND. 
THE IRISH VOTES ALL AGREED UPON 
—A PARLIAMENTARY ELECTION. 
Lonpon, Dec. 18.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening, in the debate on the voto for 
criminal prosecutions in Ireland, Mr. Sexton 
asserted that the money instead of being em- 
ployed in the detection of crime was employed 
in the creation and fabrication of offenses. In 


a long speech he censured the Government pel- 
icy, and deviared that if the pelice refrained 
from interfering with thé people in Ireland 
nine-tenths of the charges under the Crimes 
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act would be avoided. 
\ Mr HH Vowler (Liberal) asked why the

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costs of a prosecution in Ireland were double 
those in England. 

Mr. Balfour admitted the importance of the 
question; but it must be remembered, he said, 
that a majority of the prosecutions in England 


are private, while in Ireland private prosecu- 


tions are unknown. 

A pretracted debate on this and the prisons 
vote, Mainly supported by the Parnellites, en- 
sued. Finally, at 2:30 in the morning, all of 
the Irish votes were agreed to. 

Lord Hartington, in a speech at Liverpool 
last evening referring to the ebstruction in Par- 
liament, said thatif the obstruction continued 
they would havé to revert to the French system 
under tae empire—one set of Ministers to deeide 
upon a policy and do the work, and another set 
to defend and advocate the policy in Parlia- 
ment. He doubted whether a Home Rule bill 
would be the first measure in a Parliament in 
whieh Mr, Gladstone bad a majority. 

A Parliamentary election was held in the Col- 
chester Division to-day to fill the seat made 
vacant by the death of Mr. Trotter. Mr. Brooks, 
the Conservative candidate, received 2,123 
votes, and Mr. Gurdon, Gladstonian, 1,689. Iu 
the last election the Conservative candidate re- 
ceived 1,996 and the Liberal 1,701.

ALL QUIET AT WAHALAK. 

MERTtDIAN, Miss., Dec. 18.—There is no 
change in the situation at Wahalak.

Parties have been search- 
ing the swamps and every locality where the 
negroes who did the killing on Sunday night are 
supposed to be seercted, but up to this hour (10 
A. M.) not one of them has been found. It is 
supposed they have left the country. All the 
parties who left Meridian yesterday for the 
scene of the tragedy bave returiued and report 
everything quiet at Wahalak. Nothing remains 
of the cabins occupied by the negro George 
Maury and his confederates but their smoulder- 
ing ruins. All the stock owned by him was 
killed and everything burned around the prem- 
ises. Theremains of Henry Maury and Seth 
Cobb, the two white men who were killed, were 
brought to tho village yesterday, and their 
friends and neighbors performed the last sad 
rites of interment to-day. John Daw, who was 
severely wounded in the groin; is still alive but 
in a critical condition. Ic is not known what fur- 


ther action will be taken by the determined men 
on the ground. 





CROOKED ELECTION OFFICERS. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 18.—The of- 
ficial recount of the votes for Mayor in this city 
has revealed such shameless frauds on the part 
ot members of the election boards that are- 
count of the entire ticket will be demanded.

SOUTHERNERS ARE LOST IN ADMIRATION 

OF THE PRESIDENT-ELECT—PROFITS, 

NOT POLITICS, THEIR OBJECT. 

INDIANAPLIS, Ind., Dec. 18.—Will the

Debordeleben, President ef the Bessemer 
Tren and Steel Company, of the South 
and North Railroad Company, and other 
business enterprises; David Roberts, Vice- 
President and General Manager of the Debor- 
Geleben Coal and Iron Company; Edwin 
Thomas, Vice-President and Manager of the 
Pioneer Mining and Manufacturing Com- 
pany; C. P. Williamson, President ot the Will 
iamson Iron Company; Judge Charles Turner, 
ex-Chancellor of Alabama; Col. Cornelius Cadle, 
Jr., Vice-President and Manager ot the Cahalea 
Coal Mining Company; Fred Slesa, President of 
the Birmingham Mining and Manufacturing 
Company, and Judge H. B. Tompkins of At-

determined to our bestinierests. ‘This fear, we 
believe, will bewaterially lessened By good ap- 
pointments, and the best results of your elec- 
tion Will be assured by making appointments 
trom that class of Republicans who command 
the contidence and respect of the communities 
in whish they live. Such appointments will 
develop two strong parties, and thus secure to 
us good government,’’ 

Having presented the memorial, Seddon ad- 
dressed Gen. Harrison. He said: “Soun afier 
the election we found that there were a graat 
many people in our part of the country who are 
heartily in favor of protection and very much 
pleased with your election. They are anxious 
to have tieir views brought to your knowledge, 
and a ehort time ago those of us who entertain 
these views got together and framed and signed 
the memorial which has just been presented to 
you, The signers are the most prominent bust- 
ness men Of Alabama.

Wecome here to 
you, Gen. Harrison, to-day, because we are 
profoundly impressed by tbe feeling of uneasi- 
ness which exists among many people who be- 
lieve as we duvin regard tothe course which 
should be adopted by the Republican Party in 
its treatment of the negro question. We are 
sutisfied that a conservative action on the part 
ofthe Republican Party in the matter of ap- 
pointments, acourse which will result in the 
appointment throughout the South of the best 
class of citizens, will end in dividing the 
solid South, Wewant no offices for ourselves 
or for our friends.

VANDALS IN THE FORESTS. 








REPORT-OF THE FORESTRY COMMISSION 
TO THE LEGISLATURE. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The Forestry 
Commission in its report to the Legislature, 
which was placed in tha hands of the State 
Printer to-day, again pays its respeets te the 
Commissioners of the Land Office amd the Cus- 
todians of State Lands, whom it is pleased to 
term squatters. The commission asks that a 
law be passed defining the legal rights of the 
so-called custodians. There are about 12 of 


these, the commission states, and nearly all oc- 
cupy handsome islands in.Lake George. The 
commission dees not know thatit has the legal 
right to oust them. 

No cbjection can be seen to leasing land on 
five-year leases and in quantities or five acres 
to men of good character. These leases weuld 
Day the expenses of the commission each year. 
A streng protest is entered against allowing 
railroads to enter upon State lands. No author- 
ity exists to prevent 1t; the officers of the 
Lana Office give their permission—ali that is 
necessary—and the public finds fault with the 
Forestry Commission. No railroad should be 
allowed on a forest preserve, for the destruc- 
tion of the forests inevitably follows. The 
Chateaugay Rallroad Company was given paer- 
mission a@ year ago to run 29 miles across a 
forest preserve without one penny of compensa- 
tion to the State. This is buta continuance of 
the policy of certain State boards for years. 

Ouce the State owned every acre of Adiron- 
dack land, but gave it away. and what it now 
possesses was obtained through tax sales. 
These titles are precarious, and land speculat- 
ors are attempting to gain possessien of some of 
it by securing the cancellation of the sale. In 
some Cases these land sharks are attempting to 
gain possession by paying back taxes and 
thereby redeeming land. The commission rec- 
ommend the adoption of a law appointing fhe 
commission, with the Controller, a committee 
to select a Referee to take testimony in all these 
cases where it is sought to secure lands through 
eancellation or redemption. It is also asked 
that the laws to prevent fores¢ fires be 
strengthened, and the passage of a law 
authorizing the commission to procure change 
of venue in land cases where they are 
interested. They complain of the objection of 
the banded brotherhood of Adirondaek dwellers 
to give testimony against vandals. The pur- 
chase of forest lands by the State is recom- 
mended, and to preveat jobbing a limita- 
tiop of the amount to be paid for the land 1s 
suggested. Land can be beught now for about 
one-tenth of what it will cost 10 years hence. 
The object is primarily to preserve forests from 
destruction, and secondly to join together the 
many sections of land owned by the State aad 
now separated by that of private parties. It is 
difficult now at times to ascertain the bound- 
aries of State lands. Permission is also asked 
te plant trees and to set on foot measures for 
tree cultivation. Lands stripped of their for- 
ests should be newly planted. An appropriation 
is needed for this purpose. 

To encourage tree planting it is suggested by 
the commission that the taxes be remitted ina 
measure on land owned by persons who plant 
trees. The report appeals to the Legislature to 
support the present scheme of forest preserva- 
tion. The commission feels sure that in making 
the appeal it simply echoes public sentiment,

BY FLOODS AND STORMS 


RESIDENTS OF SORANTION IN 
DANGER OF THEIR LIVES. 
RIVERS OVERFLOW THEIR BANKS, RAIL<- 
ROAD TRACKS WASHED AWAY, AND 

TRAINS DELAYED. : 

ScRANTON, Penn., Dec. 18.—Early this 
morning the Laekawanna River, which runs 
threugh this city, overfiowed its banks and de- 
stroyed considerable property in the southern 
part of Scranton and all along the valley. Tha 
rise was so rapid that it flooded a thiokiy-popu- 
lated sectien of the city before tne people had 
time to leave their homes, and many persona 
were rescued in boats. Several families were #0 
dazed by the strange oceurrenes that they could 
scarcely realize the situation which cunfrouted 
them as they were called hurriedjy from 
their beds and urged away from the rushing 
tide, that had already risen in some places as 
high as the doorsteps. The Lackawanna which 
isan insignificant stream in Summer time, is 
easily swollen, as it receives the drainage from 
the elevated eountry on each side of the valiey 
for several miles, and the culm heaps by which 
its course has been obstructed of late years af 
many points crowd iteutof its natural chan- 
nel. In addition to this the Central Railroad of 
New-Jersey encroached on the river bed iy 
building its new track on the west side of th¢ 
Stream ashort time ago, and tothis circume 
stanee more than any other is due this morn- 
ing’s destructive fleod. 

The first information that the river was rushe- 
ing into the thickly-populated portion of South 
Scranton was spread at 1:30 this morning, an 
a scene of wild exeitement ensued as start! 
fathers and frantic mothers plunged into thé 
freezing water with their little ones and en- 
deavored to earry off their valuables. In some 
Places escape was cut off, as the water was six 
feet desp, and the people had to take refuge on 
upper floors until reseued by boats that were 
plied by a young man named Daniel Marray 
and several assistants, who worked, until late 
this morning carrying the people to a place of 
safety. 

At Meadowbrook, on the outskirts of the cfty, 
where another stream joinvs the Lackawan.a, 
barns, cows, and pigs were carried away in the 
rashing torrent, and the people had narrow 
escapes. The Delaware and Hudson traek near 
the Scranton-street mill was washed away. At 
Slocum Flats a dwelling was separated from the 
mainiand, the flood cleaving out a wide chan- 
nel around it,and leaving it isolatedon au 
istand. The Jersey Central tracks on the west 
side of the river were washed away to the ex~ 
tent of about a mile and the company’s bridge 
were dismantled and destroyed. All travel was 
suspended during the day on thisroad anda 








number of trains are lying below Minooka. 


The flood did much damage at several other 
oints along the valley and the loss, which it is 
mposaible to estimate, will be great. When 
the Jersey Central Cempany was building its 
road on the bank of the river some time ago the 
property owners in that part of the city pre 
tested and the company executed a bend for 
$50,000 to indemnify them against ioss. Sev- 
eral suits for damages aggregating a@ much 
larger sum than this will be commenced at once 
by the indignant citizens whese property Las 
been injured and whose lives were placed in 
peril by this morning’s flood. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 18.—A 15-foot 
freshet submerges the piers and river front 
and prevents Suequehanna and West Shore 
traing from leaving their station. Passen- 
gers are transferred to the trains in tne 
lower part of the city in omnibuses. The rain 
which set in Sunday night changed to snow 
early this morning and ceased aboutneon. The 
precipitation was 215 inches, and the barometer 
touched the lowest point, 29.08, since the 
Signal Office was established here. The Mohawk 


River is also.over its banks and ail in- 
coming trains were late. The Hudson 
River rose from 3 to 5 _ inches an 


heur here, and censequsntly goods on ground 
floors of stores and warehouses close to the 
river could vot all be removed before the water 
was upon them. Ina atock of lime ona Btate- 
street pier the water created a fire, but this was 
subdued before spreading to adjoining property. 
The district of the city known as Martinville is 
in a state of ferment. The streets about this dis- 
trict are of made; ground, beneath which ruvs 
one of the trunk sewers. The sesspools in a big 
basin formed became frozen over or clogged, 
and as a result a pond several hundred feet 
In extent and between 70 and 80 feet decp 
formed, Because of the nature of the 
streets, much apprehension was felt lest the 
made ground should give way and let the flood 
course through the southern part of the city. 
During the afternoon a section of Swaa-street 
slid into the lake, and this only increased the 
anxiety of residents in the vicinity. On the 
edyze of the embankment is: Dobler’s brewery, 
which is also endangered. Police prevent peo- 
ple from crossing the streets rear the lake. 
Lockport, N. Y., Dec. 18.—Snow began 
falling early this morning and bas continued 
more or less all day. Trains are, late.and there 
are no connections from New-York nor mail 


to-night. 

PouGcukeepsiz, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The 
storm created havoc in what is known aa the 
shovel cut across the river, a balf mile west of 
Poughkeepsie Bridge terminus. The embank- 
ments of the cut 25 feet high tumbled in, and 
the tracks for 1,000 feet are covered with mud 
8 feet deep. A steam drill was carried 150 feet 
by the torrent, and twe cars were thrown over 
the edge of an embankment. A locomottve is 
embedded in mud 4 feet deep, and the weelern 
end of the cut is now a poad several feet deep. 
It will take a week to repair damages, and the 
loss cannot be ealculated. The most serious 
part is the detention of the work on the pridge 
approach. 


SARANAC VittaGe, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The 
heaviest storm of the season set in Jast night, 
and up to this evening snow has fallen to @ 
depth of afoot. The thermometer registers 10° 
above zero. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 18.—A severe 
sieet storm, turning to snow, prevailed more last 
night. Twoor three inches of snuw fell. | Tele- 
graph wires te the north and south of this city 
are damaged, but not in this immediate: viciu- 
ity. 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Dec. 18.—A blizzard 
in the Mohawk Valley to-day caused traims on 
the Central and West Shore Railroads a delay 
ef from two to four hours. The Mohawk River 
is very high. 


OsweGo, N. Y., Dec. 18.—All trains if 
and outof Oswego are delayed by the storm. 
All the telegraph wires are down north of here. 
Three or four inches of snow have fallen and Jt 
is drifting badly. 


New-Brunswick, N. J., Dec. 18.—The re- 
cent rains caused a freshet in the Raritan to- 
day, and considerable damage was done to 
houses and stores along the shore. Two of the 
factories were closed because the rising water 
put out the iires.

NO HOLIDAY FOR SENATORS 


REPUBLICANS NUW ANXIOUS 
TO PASS A TARIFF BILL 
THEY PROPOSE DAY AND NIGHT SESSIONS 
AND NO RECESS—THE DEMOCRATS 

MAKING A STUBBORN FIGHT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Democratic fears 
that the Morrill resolution oalling for night ses- 
sions of the Senate, which was offered yester- 
terday, meant a Republican attempt to bull- 
doze the minority into abandoning their oppo- 
sition to the Finance Committee’s Tariff bill 
proved to-day to be well founded. The Repub- 
lican Senators had a caucus on the subject this 
morning, and it was notlong after they had 
adjourned before the Democrats learned. that 
the majority had determined to railroad the 
bill through the Senate if possible and to 
punish the minority in any event The 
plan adopted was to begin the day 
sittings at 11 o'clock in the morning 
and keep them up until 5:30 o’elock, and thea 
to begin again at 8 o’clock for evening sittings. 
In addition to this it was determined not to 
take a holiday reeess, but to keep the Senate 
going day and night until the Tariff bill was 
passed. It was agreed that if tho wicked 
Democrats would ask forgiveness and quit op- 
posing the bill in detail. proposals to be a little 
less vigorous would be considered, but otber- 
Wise brute force should be used to push the 
tariff measure along. 

It was a very pretty programme, and it re- 
ceived the unanimoas vote of all the Senators in 
the cancus, but there is still a chance that the 
scheme will be slightly modified. There was 
some epposition to foregoing the holiday recess 
on the part of one or two Western Senators 
before the vote was taken, but all were 
agreed that the Tariff bill should be sent 
to the House early enough to lay the blame 
for the failure of ita enactment into law upen 
that body. The crippied eondition of the Demo- 
orate through Mr. Beck’s sickness and their well- 
known lack of preparation for a hot tariff fight, 
were regarded as good things to take advantage 
of and as likely to help along the bull-dozing 
scheme. It was also decided that it would be a 
good thing to let the Houses take aslong a reeess 
as it liked, as it would then have just so much 
less time in whieh to send ever appropriation 
bilis to get into the way of the Tariff bill, and 
the Finance Committee was instructed to amend 
the House joint recess resolution accordingly. 
Half a dozen Senators wanted to talk about the 
general tariff situation, but they were calied to 
order, and only the questions of pushing the 
bijl in the Senate and of the holiday recess were 
considered. 

The Senators went out of caucus with the idea 
that they had done a mighty fine thing, but 
very soon after the Senate met they discovered 
that the Democrats were not to be so easily 
trampled upon as they had hoped. On the cen- 
trary the minority showed fight from the start, 
ard gave such unmistakable evidence that they 
meant all they said that the Republicans began 
to talk of eempromising, and finally postponed 
the subjeet until to-morrow with that object in 
view. : 

The matter came up in the regular morning 
hour, when Mr. Merrill asked to substitute for 
his original, simple, night session resolution 
one providing for beginning each day’s work at 
11 o’clock, as well as for evening sittings. The 
moment the substitute had been read Mr. 


Vest jumped up and seunded the Democratic- 


challenge to combat. Mr. Vest declared that it 
‘was well known that prior to the close of the 
last session 1t was impossible for Democratic 
Senators not members of the Finance Commit- 
tee to sorutinize the provisions of the Tariff 
bill. Those who did not represent manufact- 
tring States could not | 3 and were not familiar 
with the details of the proposed tariff legisla- 
tion. Personally, Mr. Vest went on the stump 
during the recess and had no time to study 
the bill, Mr. Beck’s” sickness had put 
upon some of the Democratic Senators most 
onerous and irksome work, and new to force 
thein to discuss the bill in the Senate day and 
night was simply cruel and an outrage in the 
full sense of that word. ‘‘ For my part,” said 
Mr. Vest earnestly, “I eannot do it, and I 
won't.” Mr. Vest assured the Senate that the 
Democrats did not wish to make a factious op- 
position to the Tariff bill. All they wanted was 
a fair and reagenable discussion. “If yeu want 
to force us,” he continued, turning toward the Re- 
publicans, “ to sit here and discuss the subject 
day and night, you cannot do it. It is impossi- 
ble for me to go through this work, and I won’t.” 

Mr. Morrill insisted that the only object of his 
resolution was to enable the Senate to accom- 
plish its proper work and argued that the Dem- 
ocrata weuld have every opportunity to exain- 
ine every detail of the Tariff bill. 

Mr. Vest denied again that the Democrats had 
been able to study properly the bill's details. It 
Was an oper secret, he continued, that the Re- 
publican majority had determined that there 
should be no Christmas holiday, that there 
should be night sessions, and that the day sit- 
tings should begin at 11 o'clock. It was unfair 
and unjust, and it could not be done, 

Mr. Vance told the Senate the familiar story 
of the time and methods taken by the Finance 
Committee in preparing the bill, and reiterated 
the assertion that it was framed entirely in the 
interests of the mwauufacturers, who had hung 
around the committee as hungry dogs hang 
around the kitchen door, waiting for the cook 
to shake out the table cloth. Not one of the 
250 witnesses before the Finance Comuit- 
tee simply paid taxes as a& consumer. 
The bill was full of adroit contrivances to 
raise duties so as te deceive the peo- 
ple. How were Democratic Senators to 
tind out all these contrivances, Mr. Vance 
asked. They had not had the manufacturers to 
sopsult with, and now it was proposed to cut 
ott their opportunity to study the bill at their 
homes at nignt. The Republicans had prepared 
themselves. They had learned their lesson, and 
bow they were to deprive the Democrats of 
even the Christmas holidays and to try to force 
their bill through so as to preclude any lexisla- 
tion in the interests of the people. It was not 
fair, not proper, not just, not right to hurry the 
bill through by caucus action, 

Mr. Aliison repeated the regular Finance Com- 
mittee’s tale about the preparation of the Tariff 
bill, and the oppertunities offered to the opposi- 
tion to know what the bill was, and he éeclared 
that there was never a time when a bill was so 
thoreughly understood by every Senator as was 
the Tariff bil. Mr. Allison pointed outthat less 
than two months of the session would remain 
atter Jan. 7, and gravely talked about the ne- 
cessity of sending the Tariff bill to the 
House gy in January so that that body couid 
act upon it. He found fault with what he 
called the threats of the Democrats to prevent 
progress en the bill. and gave way to Mr. 
Aldrich, who reiterated the statement that the 
Democrats didn’t need more time te study the 
bill, 

He was answered by Mr. Vance, who declared 
that all the Republicans had to do was to reoord 
tke will of the manufacturers, while the Demo- 
crats had to tind out and try to carry out the 
will of the consumers. 

Mr. Harris asserted that Democrats were 
anxious to have the tariff measure disposed of 
as rapidly as possible, but he could not under- 
stand the present unprecedented effort to rail- 
road the bill through. That it was unfair and 
unjust was not a matter of doubt. 

Mfr. Dawes interrupted with the remark that 
tne pending rasolutien was designed to give 
more time for consideration to the Tariff bill, 
inetead of to railruad it through. 

Mr. Harris retorted that consideration at his 

rivate table would be more satisfactory to him 
than consideration on the Senate floor. Mr. 

arris warned the Republicans that night ses- 
sions would prove a failure, for there would not 
be a quorum on hand for a single vete on a sin- 

te question. They would not facilitate the 
coneiceration or tke passage of the Dill, and 
every Senator of two years’ experienve knew it, 
The resolution had in it the elements ef false 


pretense, and Mr, Harris was opposed to it. He 
would, be addea, defeat it by every effort in hie 
ower. F 

i Mr. Sherman, who next appeared for the Re- 
publicans, made some sneering remarks about 
the failure of the Democrais to respond te the 
FPresident’a tariff message, and then called at- 
tention to the faot that a similar resolution to 
the one effered by Mr. Morrtll was offered by a 
Democratic Senator tive yeare ago, and was 
adopted. He inststed that the resolution was 
not unreasonable, and was simpiy an effort to 
expedite the business of the country, It was 
not totake advantage ef anybody. Mr. Sher- 
mam frankly admitted that the two parties 
must now act together or neither could accom- 
plish anything. He knew, and he acknowledged 
that the Tariff bill could net be passed without 
the consentof the Democrats. He thought one 
or two weeks’ debate should enable the Senate 
to pass the measure. 

“ You shoud fear the Greeks when they bring 
presents,” quoted Mr. Vance as Mr. Sherman 
Bat down; and he adaed thatit was suspicious 
when a Republican and a protectionist was in a 
hurry to reduce the revenue, The Republicans 
were in a hurry to do that in 1883, when they 
announced a reduction of 20 per cent, in cus- 
tome duties; but when the bill became alaw 
the reduction was found to be from 42 per cent. 
up to47 per cent. President Cleveland, Mr. 
Vance continued, was not in a hurry to increase 
taxation upon the necessaries of life. If tho 
Finance Committee’s vill had been a fair and 
equitable redaction of duties it would not have 
been epposed by the Democrats; but the latter 
did not wien to increase taxes, and the Senate 
bill aid notoriously and seandalously increase 
the burdens of the people 

When Mr. Vance sat down tne floor was taken 
by Mr. Voorhees, who had not been heard he- 
fore thie session, and who told the Benate all 
about the aecresy with which the substitute for 
the Mills bill was prepared by the Finance Com- 
mittee. The Senate had heard the stery scores 
of times and learned nothing uew frotm Mr. 
Voorhees’s recital. Tne Senator explained that 
altbougb he was a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee no page ou the floor was more ignorant 
than he had been of what the committee was 
doing during the nine woeks that its majority

Mr. Hawley followed with the time-worn Ie- 
pubiican vomplaint that the Democrats had not 
done avythiag to revise the tariff during the 14 
years they had controlled the Heuse of Repre- 
sentatives.

He was 
equally earnest in contending that it was un- 
fair for the Republicans te force upon the mi- 
nority such a caucus resolution as that pro- 
posed by Mr. Morrill, aud he intimated that it 
weala é the fault of the Republicans them- 
selves, 

Mr. Aldrich talked again after Mr. Blackburn 
had finished, and told how the tariff law of 1883 
Was prepared and passed. Then the Senate had 
to listen again to how tho pending bill was pre- 
pared, and this was all Mr. Aldrich had to say. 

Mr. Coekrell, who generally secures attention 
to his remarks, bezan his spoech by moving se 
to amend the Morrill resolution that it would 
provide simply for beginning each day’s session 
at ll o'clock. Heargued that the time fer nicht 
sessions had not yetcome, They would impede 
rather than hasten consideration of the bill. In 
pies to Mr. Hawley’s talk about Republican 
reduction of taxes, Mr. Cockrell contended that 
only internal revenue taxes were cut by that 
Party, and not the customs duties. 

There was not much delay in reaching a vote 
upon Mr, Cookrell’s amendment, and by a strict 
party vete of 27 to 25 it was beaten. 

Mr. Gray then proposed as a substitute for the 
Morrill resolutien one calling for day and night 
sessions this week only, so as not to interfere 
with the usual holiday recess. Before a vote 
could be taken on this Mr. Morrill, with-a view 
to seeing if some arrangement satisfactory to 
both sides could not be mado, asked that the 
whole matter be laid over until to-morrew. Mr. 
Gray objected to this, but withdrew his objec- 
tion, and Mr. Morrill’s request was granted. 

The Vermont Senator immediately reported 
back from the Finance Committee the House 
recess resolution, amended in accerdance with 
the caucus decision so as to give the vacation 
only to the House. This was also laid over un- 
til to-morrow at Mr. Morrill’s request, and this 
ended the matter for the day so far as public 
discussion was concerned, leaving the way 
clear for the Tariff bill to ve taken up as the 
unfinished busisess. 

While the tariff measure was under way little 
groups of Republicans and Demeorats talked 
over the situation, and Messrs. Sherman, Mor- 
rill, Harris, and Vest helda brief conference 
outside the chamber. At this conference it was 
agreed that the representatives ef the two pDar- 
ties should meet again to-morrow morning te 
see whatcould be done. Frem the informal 
talk of Senators on both sides it looks asif 
neither party was prepared to retreat very 
far from the position it has taken. The Repub- 
licans are emphatic in deelaring that there 
must be vo holiday recees, and the Demo- 
crats are equally determined that they 
will not discuss the Tariff bill frem 11 o’clock in 
the merning until the same hour er later at 
night. Mr. Gray’s idea of holding long day and 
night sessions for the rest of this week in re- 
turn for a Christmas recess finds some favor 
in his party, and 1t may prove the foundation 
for a compromise, although the Republicans 
gay they will stand out for sessions next week. 

Both parties insist that ew are sineeroe in 
wishing to dispese of the Tariff bill as speedily 
as may be, but the Democrats say they are 
in earnestin their belief that night sessions 
will not hastgn the end. Such sessions, they 
say, would simply mean that a few Serfators 
on each side would have to give up their even- 
ings to standing guard over each other, the 
duty of the Democrats being te insist upon a 
quorum for every vote, which they declare 
could never be had after 8 o’olock at night. If 
the Republicans, they add, desired to do any- 
thing at night they would have te bring into 
the shamber every man of their party, a thing 
which they could never hope to accomplish. 


By skipping over a number of paragraphs, 
and disposing of a few amendments with less 
than the usual discussion, the Senate made con- 


siderable apparent progress with the Tariff bill 
to-day 1n spite of the fact that a good portion of 
the session was spent on the Morrill resolution 
for night sittings. When the bill was taken up 
the wire rod paragraph was tirstin order, It 
fixed the duty on rods not smaller than No. 6 
gauge, and iron or steel, flat, with longitudinal 
ribs for fencing, worth 3 cents a pound 
or less, at six-tenths of a e¢ent a pound. 
As an excuse for making a speech upon 
tne general subject of the tariff, Mr. Turpie 
proposed to make “six tenths of one cent,” in 
various poets in the paragraph, read ‘six 
mills.” 6 did not think the Finance Commit- 
tee’s phraseology bore out the avowed purpose 
of tho bilito “simplify” the tariff laws, and 
with this asatext, Mr. Turpie made a bitter 
attack upon the measure and the influences 
under which it was framed. His eflort to sim- 
vlify the language of the bill was voted down 
by the usual party vete. 

Mr. Vance proposed to make the gauge of the 
wire rods covered by the paragraph No. 5 in- 
stead of No. 6, and explained that he dia so in 
order to leave the matter as in the existing law. 
By changing the gauge from No, 5 to No. 6 Mr. 
Vauce said the bill covertly took fence wire out 
ot the rate of 40 per cent. it now had to pay and 
raised the duty to47 per cent. He supposed 
this was one of the Republican methods of en- 
ceuraging the farmers, : 

Mr, Allison contended that in another section 
the fence-wire duty was reduced from the rate 
fixed in the Mills bill. He admitted that the 
bill made a slight addition to the duty on wire 
rods, and this gave Mr. Vance the chance to 
protest that he conld not aecept the statement 
that to increase the duty on rods from which 
wire was made would not increase the cost of 
the wire. Mr, Allison explained that foreign 
makers now rolled rods down to No. 6 80 as to 
ceme in under a less duty than No. 5, and the 
Vanco amendment was voted down. 

Mr. Vest asked to have the rate on wire rods 
reduced from six-tenths of a cent a pound to 
four-cenths of a cent, and after Messrs. Allison 
and Aldrich had objected the request was re- 
fused by the Republicans, 

Then came a mild surprise in the shape of the 
adoption of an amendment offered by a Demo- 
crat. Mr. Saulsbury proposed that iron and 
steel, flat, with longitudinal ribs, for tne manu- 
facture of fences, should share with fence wire 
exemption from the additional half centa pound 
imposed on galvanized wire. Mr. Allison said 
the amendment was all right, and so it was 
adopted. 

The proposed 45 per cent. duty on all wire 
worth more than 10 cents a pound was made 
35 per cent. at Mr. Allison's suggestion. 

The reading of the bill went on for nearly a 
p2ce and a half without interruption, until the 
saw paragraph was reached, when Mr. Vest 
proposed to reduce the committee's rate of 40 
per cent, on hand and back saws to 30 per cent. 
Yhe Missouri Senator read from testimony 
taken by the House Ways and Means 
Committee to show that American 
manufacturers imported saws into Can- 
ada paying 30 per eent. duty, sold 
them there in competition with English 
makers at less price than they charged on this 
side of the line and made 15 per cent. profit. 
The argument had ne effect, nor did Mr. Sauls- 
bury’s argument that the journeyman carpenter 
or mechanic who used saws was te be taxed 40 
per sent. “for the benefit of American labor,” 
forthe amendment was killed by the Repu 
liean majority. 

When the paragraph was read which fixed a 
series of duties on steel inzots, blooms, bars, 
Shafts, saw plates, castings, molds, sheets, and 

lates not otherwise provided for, &«., accord- 
ng to their values, Mr. Vance objected to the 
new class of euch articles valued at from 10 to 
13 cents. The present law, he explained, made 
one Class of all above 10 eentsin value, but by 
extending the limit to 13 cents the duty on that 
class was raised from 191, per cent. to 45 per 
cent. He tried in vain to have the new class 
stricken out, and he also failed to reduce the 
duty fixed at 34 cents a pound to 34 cents, 

A lot of miscellaneous artieles under the metal 
schedule were rapidly read off without inter- 
ruption, and then at the request of Mr. Allison 
and Mr. Vance, a pumber of paragraphs relating 
to copper and cutlery and lead were informally 
passed over, to be taken up again on some fut- 
ure day. By this means, when the Senate ad- 
journed, it had apparently disposed of about 
aix pages of the bill.

GEN. CHARLES G. DAHLGREN. ' 
Charles G. Dahlgren, brother of the late 
Admiral John A. Dahlgren of the Union Navy, 
and himself a distinguished commander in the 
army of the Southern Confederacy, died yester- 
day at his home, 330 Decatur-street, Brooklyn, 


in the seventy-ninth year of his age. The 
funeral will take place to-morrow afternoon 
from the Second Presbyterian Church, Clinton 
and Remsen streets, the Rev. H. J. Van Dyke 
Officiating. The body will be taken to Natchez, 
Misa., for burial. 

Gen. Dahlgren went to Natehez from Philade)- 
phia, his birthplace, in 1830, to beeomé Cashier 
of the branch ef the Bank of the United States. 
He held this position abeut 12 years, when 
the bank wentinto liquidation. While in Natchez 
Mr. Dahlgren married the widow of Thomas 
Ellis, who boro him five children, two of whom, 
Adelfand Mortimer, survive. Gen. Dahlgren 
went oxtensively into cotton planting and ac- 
quired a large fortune. When the war broke 
out he raised and equipped the Third Missis- 
sippi Regiment and was commissioned by Jef- 
ferson Davis a Brigadier-General. He assisted 
at the defense of Vieksburg, and during the 
first two days was in virtual command. The 
third day he was shot in the right shoulder. 
He subsequentiv was in the battles of Iuka, 
Corinth, Atlanta, Chickamauga, and in the 
operations of Hood’s army before Sherman. 
Before the close of the war he was made a Ma- 
jor-General. At the close of the rebellion the 
General removed to New-Orleans, and thence 
to Brooklyn in 1870, engaging first in insurance 
and afterward inlaw. His first wife having 
died in 1853, he married in 1860 Miss Mary E. 
Vannov of Nashville, Tenn. Nine children have 
been born tothem, of whom eight, with their 
mother, are living.

Capt. Andrew: Jackson White, well known 
throughout the Southern States, died on his planta- 
tion, near Milner, Ga., Monday night.

In 1863 he organized a com- 
pany of volunteers from Bibb and Monroe Counties, 
and was placed in the Tennesseearmy. After the 
war ended Capt. White went to Macon, and, on the 
retirement of Mr. Isaac Scott from the Presidency 
of the Macon and Western Railroad, was elected to 
that position, and later to the Presidency of the 
Savaunah, Griffin and North Alabama Road, which 
positions he held until the roads were leased to the 
Central in 1871. He owned a fine farm on the Macon 
and Western Railroad, near Milver, and had accumu- 
lated $100,000. He was 74 years of age.

The petitioners have retained Col. Robert G. 
Ingersoll a8 counsel, and the opposition will 
hold a meeting to-day to consider ways and 
means to prevent the alteration in the existing 
law. Altogether there.is great excitement in 
theatrical eircles, and the English actors now 
in New-York are looking on with interest. 





PILTTSBURG’S LINE OF STEAMERS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dee. 18.—There is every 
reason to believe that before another six months 
there will be a line of steamers between this city 
and points in Alabama and Georgia. Tne develop- 
ment of the Southern ore fields is the reason for the 
enterprise. The arrival here the other aay of a 
cargo of 18,000 tons of Southern pig iron by boat 
has created some talk among capitaliats, and al- 
though it was brought 1,200 miles it was delivered 
at market prices. Carnegie, Phipps & Co. have for 
some time been using the Southern product, and it 
is pronounced by many as of good quaiity. 

The last consignment which arrived here came 
from the Cumberland River furnaces and was 
divided between a half dozen prominent firms, the 
Carnegie company being the largest purchaser. 
With a market at this point for Southern pig iron 
the business in that section will increase very 
materially, and it is given out hy those whe onght 
to know that a Pittsburg firm is now negotiating 


for the building of several iron plapts in Alabama 
and Georgia. :

THE. BOMBARDMENT SUBSE- 
QUENTLY POSTPONED. 
ARRIVAL OF THE DELAYED SAGINAW 

WITH THE LATEST NEWS FROM 


THE HAYTIAN BATTLEFIELD. 

The long-looked for steamer Saginaw of 
the Clyde Line arrived late Monday night from 
Cape Haytien, and lay in Quarantine at anchor 
all yesterday. Tne weather was too rough, 
the agents said, to allow the vessel to land in 
her usual place at the Congress Stores in Brook- 
lyn, so her half dozen shivering passengers 
oame upin the tug Dalzell, witk Mr. Cameren, 
and were landed at the Barge Office dock. 

The advices brought by the Saginaw to her 
agents place beyond doubt the fact that there is 
not existing at the present time any effectual 
blockade of the so-called insutgent ports of 
Hayti. This is first shown by the papers which 
were granted the Saginaw at a Dominican port. 
The Haytian representative at Porto Plata 
signed and sealed with the o“icial consular seal 
of office clearance papers admitting the Saginaw 
to Cape Haytien and Port’ Paix. If this alone 
did not settle the question, Cane Haytien being 
the headquarters of the Northern forces, the 
letter to the Saginaw’s agents from their agent 
in Cape Haytion would i it beyond a doubt. 
In a letter dated Nov. 27 he says: “There has 
been no armed veséeel off this harbor since Nov. 
22. At that date a German steamer entered 
the port without let or hindrance, took a cargo 
of coffee, and left. The blockade has been from 
the first a perfect farce, and the sooner the 
United States Government acts in the matter 
the better, German and other foreign vessels 
have since entered without any interference.” 

That oceasionally a show of force was made, 
the agent admits in the next letter, which was 
written the day of the steamer’s departure, Dec. 

He then says that on Dee. 3 a number of gun- 
boats appeared off the city and began to bom- 
bard it. Ten bombshells fell in the city, but no 
harm was dene, though the inhabitants were 
badly frightened. At the urgent appeal of hun- 
dreds of terrified non-combatants, the agent, 
who is also British Consul at that port, sent a 
flag of truce te tne belligerent gunboats and 
requested them to desist tor 36 hours, to allow 
women, children, and neutrals to leave the 
town. This they agreed te do. The Saginaw 
arrived meantime and was not interfered with 
either in coming or going. Thirty refugees were 
taken on board the Saginaw and taken by her to 
Monte Christi. The bombardment was to con- 
tinue Dec. 6. 

Among the passengers she brought to this 
port were J. R Hernandez of San Dotingo and 
Dr. August ef Monte Christi. Mr. Hernandez 
was loadin his thankfulness to have escaped 
from sucha dreadful place as Hayti, where, 
he said, they are fighting all the time. The 
fleet that attacked Cape Haytien was 
composed, he said, of four men-of-war, 
two of which were the Dessalines and 
the Toussaint |’Ouverture. This fact would 
alse prove the bleckade ineffectual, as it 
1s four-fifths of the entire Haytian Navy. He 
was of the opinion that the North was the 
strenger side and would win inthe end. The 
officers of the Saginaw said that Gen. Papillon 
had taken possession of the fort defending 
the city of Cape Haytien, and that he would 
fight vigoronely when the Southern men-ot-war 
resumed their bombardment Dec. 6. 

The deputation sentto the Dominican Gov- 
ernment at Monte Christi to ask its recognition 
of Légitime’s Government and the prehibition 
ef the importation of arms for the use of Hip- 
polyte’s soldiers wae ignored by the command- 
ant at Monte Christi, and the gunboat Grand 
Revere, on which the deputation had come, was 
still in the harbor when the Saginaw left and 
was unable to leave because cutot coal. Gen. 
Hero, in behalf of the Dominican Government, 
had refused to acknowledge Gen. Légitime as 
the properly-constitituted representative of 
Hayti. 

2 statement was published in one of yester- 
day’s papers, purporting to come from Charles 
A. Brooke, counsel! for the Atlas Steamship 
Company, to the effect that, notwithstanding 
the deference of the case of the Haytian Re- 
public to the United States Government for 
settlement, the Haytian Government, through 
Minister Preston at tnis port, had contracted 
with Pim, Forwood & Co., agents of the Atlas 
Line, to bring the steamer Haytian Republic to 
this port. The crew had been sent down, Mr. 
Brooke was reported as saying, on the steamer 
Alene, Dee. 8. 

Mr. Harold Forwood, when asked if the state- 
ment of Mr. Brooke as published was true, 
seemed very much confused and discencerted. 
He said: ‘“‘I assure you I never saw Mr. Brooke. 
He is not our counsel; only one of the persons 
employed in this office is a frieud of his. Yes, I 
saw the statement. It was shown to me last 
night. Here it 1s.” 

Mr. Forwood produced a typewritten copy of 
the statement published as coming from Mr. 
Brooke. It was acurious document, apparent 
ly meant to act as an apology fora British 
steamship company’s conspiring with the Hay- 
tian Government to make the United States 
Navy appear in a ridiculous light. ‘No, that is 
not trne that I know of,” said Mr. Forwood. 
**We sent down an extra crew, of course, and I 
should not be a bit surprised if the Haytian 
Republic should sail into New-York in a day or 
two in charge ofthat erew. I think very likely 
it is all true; it looks probable, but 1 know 
nothing about it, really.” 

The statement that Mr. Forwood had in his 
possession was sneering in its tone and ended 
with the astonishing statement: ‘These cir- 
cumstances, the arrangement to bring the 
steamer north, might readily have been ascer- 
tained by proper inquiry and the criticisms 
avoided which intelligence must inevitably 
make upor the bombastic eourse of our Govern- 
ment,” 

Minister Preston, who has all along positively 
stated that he knew nothing of any eontract be- 
tween the Atlas Line and his Government, re- 
fused to confirm or deny the alleged statement 
of Mr. Brooke, although it direetly impugned 
his veracity. The general feeling among mer- 
chants is that the Atlas Line would not be foel- 
ish enough to enterinto any such arrangement 
as has been hinted at unless for the purpose of 
hoisting the British flag upen the Haytian Re- 
public ana thua defy the United States vessels 
on their arrival. This would seem, It is thought, 
also improbable,

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RICHMOND TERMINAL OBJECTS. 


Wall-street has been treated to a variety 
of rumors lately, most of them originating in 
Philadelphia, where the offices of the Norfolk 
and Western Railroad are, representing that the 
Richmona Terminal system and the Norfolk and 
Western Company were upon the eve of a set- 
tloment of all their differences. There have 
been some ciroumstances tending to show that 
@ good feundation existed fer the circulation of 
these reporta. One story most energetically 


sent the rounds has had it thatthe Richmond 
Terminal Company had agreed—some reports 
said volunteered—to sell to the Norfolk and 
Western the controlling interest inthe East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad. 

Some semi-official authorities have vouched 
for the pendency and progress of such a deal, 
whose success would mean that the Norfolk and 
Western had wen all that it has lately been 
fighting so hard for, and that the Norfolk and 
Western had become a system of consequence, 
instead of the insignificant local line it must be 
without such a Southern connection and exten- 
sion as the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia lines would provide it. 

It was billetined in Wall-street that a confer- 
ence between the Richmond Terminal and the 
Norfolk and Western Companies was to be held 
in this city yesterday afternoon, at which, ac- 
cording to current reports, there was likely to 
be a settlement of the whole - smcrmee and prob- 
ably a transfer of the East ‘lennessee lines to 
the Norfolk and Western Company at once. 

No such meeting was held. There was, how- 
ever, & meeting of the Richmond Terminal’s 
Board of Directors, at which the subject of cur- 
rent Wall-street rumors was considered. They 
were pretty well disposed of. The most impor- 
tant and influential Directors of the company 
spoke earnestly against auch ascheme, A ma- 
jority insisted thatit woul! be baa policy to 
dismember the Richmond Terminal system even 
to a small extent, and it was agreed that the 
sale of the East Tennessee to the Norfolk and 
Western would be hurtfal to the Terminal, and 
the meeting adjourned with an understanding 
quite as clear as though it were in the shape ef 
ap official vote against any such “ settlement.” 

So proneunced, indeed, was the verdict of the 
Directors that it was voted to send a dispaten 
to Philadelphia notifying President Kimball of 
the Norfolk and Westeru Company not to come 
here for the conference which hia friends tried 
to arrange for to-day. He was telegraphed that 
the Richmond Terminal people, however, 
would be willing to listen to any new plan or 
proposition that his company might want to 
submit on Friday. The result of this meeting 
will probably, for a time at least, dispose of one 
of the most energetically circulated fairy tales 
that Wall-street hag lately reveled in. 


NOT A DECISIVE VICTORY. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y.,-Dec. 18.—One of the 
more complicated cases of town-bond litigation 
has just been passed upon by Judge Wallace 
of the Second Circuit Court of the United 
States. In 1870 the town of Cincinnatus voted 
to issue $44,000 of 20-year 7 per cent. bonds 
in aid of the construetion of the Cortland 
branch of the New-York and Oswego Midland, 
now Ontario and Western, Railroad. Accerd- 
ingly, 440 bonds of $100 each, with interest 
coupons attached, and made payable at the 
office of the Supervisor of the tewn, were ex- 
ecuted by the Town Bonding Commissioners. 
Investors wanted the securities issued in sums 
of $500 or more, and with prineipal ana inter- 
est payable in New-York. The Bonding Com- 
Taissioners destreyed the one-hundred-dollar 
bonds and issued a new Jet insums of $500 éach, 
payable at a New-York City banking house. 

The town failed to realize the benefits expect- 

eda from its railroad investment, and there was 
4 disposition among many taxpayers to repudi- 
ate the bonds on the technical ground that the 
bonding Commissioners had exceeded the 
thls given them by the vote of taxables in 
ssuing five-hundred-dollar bonds payable in 
New-York in place of one-hundred-dollar bonds 
payable at the office of the Supervisor. Finally, 
in 1884, the town decided, as a matter of.com- 
promise, to offer to its creditors in exchange for 
the old bonds a new issue bearing 4 per cent 
interest. A portion of the bondholders accept- 
ed the offer, but the owners of avout $30,000 of 
the securities insisted upon getting the 7 per 
cent. interest stipulated for the full term of the 
issue. Lape go the town stopped altogether 
the payment of interest on its outstanding bonds 
of the uid issue. 

When $3,500 of overdue interest coupons had 
accumulated, one William D. Snow. a resident 
of New-Jersey, breught suit against the tewn 
in the United States Second Circuit Court for 
the collection of the claim. The case was tried 
last week. No decision was reached on the 
main issue of the validity of the disputed bonds, 
but the town, nevertheless, gained a substantial 
victory. A motion for non-suit of the plaintiff 
was granted by the court on the ground that 
he was not the bona tide owner of the bonds, 
but was acting for certain New-York parties, 
the actual owners. for the purpose of enabling 
them to bring the action in the United States 
courts. The rebuffed bondholders will undoubt- 
edly renew the suit in some other form.

TO ADJUST LIVE-STOCK RATES. 

CHICAGO, IIL, Dec. 18.—Much interest at- 
taches to the meeting of the General Managers 
of the Southwestern lines, to be held to-moer- 
row. The important question of rates to apply 


on live stock and packing-house rates between 
the Missouri River and Chicago after Jan. 1 is 
to be considered, and an agreement on this 
point oan only be reached after overcoming cer- 
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tain obstacles. One of thessis the existence of 
certain contracts which some of the roads have 
made with shippers, on the basis of the 
low war rates, and it is now said 
that some of these contracts do not ex- 
ang with the olose of the present year, 

ut are destined to remain w disturbing feature 
throughout the earlier. months of 1889. All 
uncertainty on that score, hewever, ought to 
be speedily dispelled if the managers have ful- 
filled their agreement of last week to file sworn 
statements of their contracts with Chairman 
Midgley. Another obstacle in the way of an ad- 
justment of rates is the tirm stand taken by the 
Chicago and Alton Road in its claim of an equal 
interest in the traffic originating west of the 
Missiouri River. The Chicago and Alton is 
evidently in for a war, seeking the survival of 
the fittest unless the Rook Island, the Burling- 
ton, and* the Atchison agree to relinquish at 
Kansas City their prior rights to the traffic 
originating at points on their lines west of the 
river, thus giving the Alton a chance to secure 
& fair shareef the business from the river to 
Chicago. 


THE WAR ON TICKET SCALPERS 

AuGusta, Ga., Dec, 18.—R. J. MeFarran, 
member ofthe American Ticket Brokers’ Associa- 
tion, bas been jailed here for a day and a half 
onacharge of scalping tickets in violation of 
the city special ordinance. When the Exposi- 
tion was opened the city, at the request of 
Directors, who wished te secure concessions 
from the railreads, increased the costs of li- 


censes of ticket scalpers from $50 per year to 
$500 per day. The scalpers went across 
the river into Carolina and did their 
work by runners. MoFarran, who is a 
New- Yorker, was caught and put in jail. The 
association telegraphed that they would look 
after him. Judge ‘H. D. D. Twiggs was em- 
ployed to defend him, and to-day he was acquit- 
ted. The defense was that the license was a 
debt and non-payment was not punishable by 
imprisonment; also that the sum required made 
licenses prohibitory and therefore was unconsti- 
tutional, This view was sustained, and scalpers 
are greatly chagrined on learning that they 
could have done business all along. 


CHIcAGO, Ill., Dee. 18.—The Chicago 
ticket brokers, while they do not doubt that 
the railway companies are preparing to fight 
them in the courts, claim to be in no wise 
alarmed. They say the law which prohibits a 
person from carrying on a brokerage business 
in railroad tickets is uneonstitutional and ecan- 
not stand. President Solomon of the Ticket 
Brokers’ Association said to-day that Chairman 
Daniels might drrest as many of them as he 
chose, but 16 would be hard to finda jury that 
would return a verdict of guilty unless the 
jurors were bribed. The railroads had made 
strenuous efforts to drive the brokers 
to the wall immediately after the law 
was enacted but only one case came to trial and a 
conviction was not obtained. Mr. Solomon said 
he understood that $50,000 had already been 
subscribed to prosecute the Chicago brokers, 
but he thought the railroads would find that 
the brokers were too much forthem, On the 
other hand, Mr. Daniels, Vice-Chairman of the 
Central Traflic Association, says he has no 
deubt that the scalpers can be convicted and 
driven out of the business. The law explicitly 
provides that itis unlawful for any persons not 
possessed of certificates of authority to sell 
railroad or steamboat tickets. The penalty for 
a violation is a fine of from $10 te $500, or im- 
prisonment for six months,

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 18.—The General Mana- 
gers of the lines in the Western States Passenger 
Association met to-day at the office of Chairman 
Abbott and spent the entire day in profitl ess discus- 
sion. The sworn statements submitted by the vari- 


ous roads showed that the low-rate tickets still out- 
standing amount in value to about $73,000, comput- 
ed on the basis of full tarift rates, This indicates 
that the number of these tickets has been reduced 
more than one-half since the filing of the first re- 
ports last month, notwithstanding the Svalpers’ 
rates have been met openly by nearly all the lines.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to-day began a hearing in the 
matter of the tariffs and classifications of the rail- 
roads south of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers asso- 
ciated under the name of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association. Chairman Cooley in 
opening the hearing said: ‘*We have not asked you 
to come here because there are any charges against 
you, but we have asked you to come here to coa- 
sider with us your manner of waking rates: to coen- 
sider the extent to which exceptions to the general 
rule of the fourth section of the act prevail on 
your respective roads, and to consider the reasens 
applying to the particular cases, and why these 
cases are deemed justifiable under thelaw.” Mr, 
Edmund Fitzgerald, General Traffic Manager of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railway, 
was called.fand testified as to the methods of con- 
structing rates on his road between Memphis and 
the West, and between Chattanooga and the Fast.

BANDED AGAINST CATHOLIOISM. 
The German Evangelic League, formed 
for the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
religious and civil liberty in this country, is 
shapiog itself into a rather fermidable move- 
ment according to the testimony of those active- 
ly interested. The plan took definite form two 


months ago, and early this month a committee 
of 21, consisting of Pastors and Elders, was 
elected to extend the organization. Meetings 
have been and will be beld from time to time to 
keep up the agitation, which is nothing more 
or less than te check the power of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

“It isa pretty big contract,” said one of the 
clergymen yesterday; ‘“‘put all movements 
have a beginning, and we have received enough 
encouragement to warrant us in going on with 
our mission. While every German Evangelic 
church in this city and Brooklyn has aot act- 
ually joinea the league, a majority have, and 
about all of them have practically indorsed the 
movement.” 

The Revs. Dr. Oerter, Wedekind, Geyer, and 
Beck are prominent in the league, and urge the 
formatien of branchesin aformalappeal. This 
declares that the Pope to-day has greater power 
than any other sovereign. He menaces the 
United States. In Boston the Catholics have 
control of the public schools, and here in New- 
York the influence of Archbishop Corrigan is 
dominant. Catholics parcel out the political 
ottices and dictate appointments in the schools. 
They virtually dispose of public moneys. While 
millions are expended for the direct and indirect 
benefit of the Catholic Church the evangelic 
churches are neglected. The Catholic Church 
is an arch enemy, and itis held to be the duty 
of all Protestants to oppose it, 


NEW-ROOHELLE TO HAVE A SEWRHR. 

The village of New-Rochelle is to havea 
two- hundred - and-seventy-five-thousand-dollar

John Stephenson, the car builder, presided at 
the meeting. Both the committee and the 
Trustees carried bills before the Legislature, 
and the flerce fight that ensued was carried 
into the Executive Chamber. 

The taxpayers triumphed, and the Commis- 
sioners of Sewers and Drainage elected under 
this bill last June are John Q, Underhill, H. T. 
Volte, H. B. Stokes, John 8. Nicholas, A. B. 
Hudson, Thomas 8. Drake, George Lambden, 
Frederick Lorenzen, and L. M. Davenport. They 
have quite absolute power.

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NEW PHNALTIES DEBATED. 


NUMEROUS CHANGES MADE IN THE 
PROPOSED EXCISE LAW. 
The Excise Revision Commission mot 
yesterday to resume consideration of sections 
in the proposed new bill relating to infringo- 
ments’ of the excise laws. <A section was 
adopted to the effect that any person who sells 
strong or spirituous liquors to an habitual 
drunkard or to any one to whom the seller has 
been notified in writing by a parent, guardian, 
husband, or wife not to sell, shall be deprived 
of his license, and shall not be .allowed a re- 
newal of it, . 
Sections 23 to 34, relating to the sale’ of 
liquors to the inmates of poorhouses and alms- 
houses, were referred to the Law Committee to 
decide whether or not it is necessary that they 
be included in the excise laws, It was agreed 
that any person who might sell strong or spirit- 
uous liquors, wine, ale, or beer to any inmate of 
any jail, penitentiary, prison, reformatory, or 
protectury, without the prescription of a paysi- 
cian, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
The section providing for the forfeiture of of- 
tice for the bringing of liquor into any jail, pris- 
on, penitentiary, reformatory, or protectory 
was stricken out, as was also the sectflon dis- 
qualitying any Justice of the Peace who is 1n- 
terested in any place or is owner or part owner 
of any building in which liquors are sold: to try 
excise cases. The latter section was deemed 
sufliciently covered by other laws. 

A section was adoptea to the effect that any 
keeper of a place where liquors are sold who 
shall fail or neglect to post his license in @ con- 
apengnten lace within 24 hours after having 

een notified to do so shall have his license re- 
voked. 

It was decided that in cases where the Board 
of Excise brings suit against. any saloen kecper 
for violation of the excisé laws the board shall 
not be held liable for costs, bat if the boara re- 
fuses to prosecute any case and suit is brought 
by another person the costs may be awardea 
agains’ the party or parties bringing suit. 

tions relating to the sale of liquors in con- 
cert and dancing halls: or in other places of pub- 
lic amusement, or in the lobbies thereof, were 
referred to the Law Committee. 
A section was adopted providing that any 
nee who sells any liquors to an Indian, an 
ntoxicated person, or any one under 18 years 
of age shall be fined $50.

DEDIOATION OF THE BEAUTI- 
FUL MONTEFIORE HOME. 
BUILT BY THE JEWS OF THIS CITY 
AND A STANDING PROOF OF THEIR 

WELL-DIRECTED GENEROSITY. 

The exercises incident to the dedication 
of the Montefiore Home for Chronic Invalids 
were held yesterday afternoon, and were of 
unusual interest, The handsome building, 
which now stands complete, a noble exemplifi- 
cation of the generosity of the Jews of New-

The Montetiore Home was established in 1884 
as @ memorial to Sir Moses Montefiore, and 
until yesterday has occupied temporary quar- 
ters at the corner of Avenue A and Eighty- 
fourth-street. The home is absolutely non- 
sectarian—opep aiike to Jews and Gentiles. It 
has been built entirely from private subscrip- 
tions and the preceeds of the Hebrew fair, 
amounting to nearly $200,000, which was held 
last Winter. The present building is a re- 
markable example of architectural skill, being 
of beautiful design and possessing all the 
requisites of a perrectly- avon hospital. It 
fronts on the Grand Boulevard, and covers 
nearly the entire space from One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth to One Hundred and Thirty-ninth 
street. , 

The goneral plan that is now accepted as the 
model fer this kind of building, having a central 
or ‘administrative’ building and two wings— 
one for male and one for female patients. The 
style of the structure is French Renaissance, 
with @ rather free adaptation to moderna uses. 
Terra cotta plays an important part in the ex- 
terior decoration. The main dormer windows 
and the front pofch show some fine specimens 
of modeled decorations. The main hall and 
Staircase hall are wainscoted and have protty 
Plaster decorations. Beyond the stairway, 
which rises just at the intersection of the two 
main halls, is a vestibule leading to the syna- 
gozue-and dining rooms. The syuagogue is 
decorated in Moresque fashion, with delicate 
tints ana stained-g! ss windows. 

The warde for th | patients are all simple in 
finish, with no beavy moldings either in wood 
or plaster, the idea being to leave no lurking- 
place for dust, dirt, or gorms of disease. ‘he 
sitting rooms are cezy and bright, and are pro- 
vided with large open fireplaces. A speeial 
feature of the building is the large solarium in 
the roof of the southern pavilion. This room is 
eutirely of glass, and will beused for sun 
baths.. The kitchen and laundry are models of 
their kind, being provided with the most ap- 
proved apparatus. Lhe system of heating and. 
Ventilation has received special consideration. 
The heating is by indirect radiatien, and the 
ventilation is so arranged that each room has 
at least one flue, which exhausts the foul air 
both Winter and Summer. The home can ac- 
commodate 150 patients. At present there are 
some 80 within its walls, 

The building, notwithstanding its position on 
comparatively low ground, does not suffer in 
appearance, and looks quite worthy of this 
noble charity.

WHAT THB MILLERS WANT. 


THE SUPPLY OF FLOUR IS TOO LARGE 
AND THEY PROPOSE TO REDUCE IT. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 18.—In the meet- 

ing of millers here to-day the Minneapolis men 

carried their point and formed what seems to 
de a milling trust. When the meeting adjourned 
last evening there was every indication of 

a storniy session to-day, but this morning 

it was apparent that the kickers had been 

whipped into line, The meeting was called fer 
the purpose of making flour dearer, and it ac- 


complished its purpose. For fear the name 
‘“‘trust” would sound tov harsh the more mellif- 
luous term of “organization for the purpose of 
curtailing the output” was used. The Commit- 
tee on Organization, through ite Chairman, A. 
H. Sinith, presented a report eontaining these 
resolutions: 


Resolved, As the sense of this committee, that wo 
recommend to all merchant millers of this country a 
curtailment of their output for January to one-half 
ol their average capacity. 

Resolved, That a committee of three, consisting 
of A. A. Freeman, F. L. Greenleaf, and A.H. Smitn, 
be appointed, this committee to communicate with 
the millers attending this convention and with 
others interested in regulating the output of the 
mills of this country on or abont the 20th day 
of each month, beginning with Jan. 20, concerning 
the wishes and views of the millers regarding the 
output of the coming montii, and that this commit- 
tee shall be empowered to order partial shut-downs 
in conformity with the wishes of three-fourths of 
their correspondents. 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a committees of 
five toask the railroads to make the exportrate 5 
per cent, less than the internal rate. 

Resolved, That no mills shall consignany flour 
for thres months after Jan. 1, 1889. 

Speaking on these resolutions, A. H. Smith, 
one of the most advanced advocates of the 
trust principle, said: ‘“‘There is hardly a doubt 
that the recommendution of this sonvention 
will be accepted by the millers all ever the 
country. There is too much flour and 
too much wheat in the country. What 
we are here for is to reduce the 
eopply of flour. What we want is cheap wheat 
and dearer flour. We are not here to lower 
prices. If we can maintain the price of wheat 
and sell flour at a profit, thatitis what we are 
here for. We aim to bring the supply and de- 
mand nearer together. If one month won’t do 
it, let us take the dose for another month.” 
George Urban, Jr. of Buffalo, said it had been 
stated that one-half the mills in the country 
could grind enough to supply the demand. He 
did not propose to be one of the millers to shut 
down all the time. 

Mr. Schuchmacher said the resolution was 
only to pave the way for a better understand- 
ing. It was not intended to shut down s0 as not 
to supply the regular trade. 

Mr. Seibt had added to the first resolution a 
sentence that the January shut-down was to 
take place as soon as the committee received re- 
ports from a majority of the millers of 
the country. With this addition the resolu- 





tion was adopted unanimously. The sec- 
ond resolution, appointing a regulating 
committee, consisting of Mr Freeman, 


of La Crosse, Mr. Greenleaf of Minneapolis and 
Mr. Smith of St. Louis had an amendment first 
tacked on to the effect that the committee be 
empowered to shutdown whenever in its judg- 
ment the conditions of trade demanded. At this 
point the Minneapelis men began to show sus- 
picions of getting the worst end of the bar- 
=e. Their demard that capacity count in 
ecision for a shut-down was agreed to, and 
with an amendment that three-fourths of the 
millers of the country, representing three- 
fourths of the capacity, must vote fer a shut- 
down before the committee orders it. The reso- 
lution was then unanimously adopted. 
The transportation resolution went through 
without debate. The Chair appointed as a Com- 
mittee on Transportation Messrs. D. B: Merrill, 
Cc. Espenshied, F. H. Foulds, GC. Hie 
Seibt, and Fahrer. The only resolu 
tion that caused a division was that pro- 
viding that no consignments should be made 
after Jan. 1, 1889, but this was finally adopted. 
A roll call of the milling capacity present 
showed the milis represented to have a daily 
eapacity of 86,03U barrels. 

Following the bey hang on 7g the Spring and 
Winter wheat millers held separate meetings. 
At the former an organization was effected with 
Edward Sanderson of Milwaukee as President, 
F. L. Greenleaf of Minneapolis Secretary, and 
the following Board of Directors: A. R. James of 
Buffalo, ©. A. Pillsbury and F. L. Greenleaf of 
Minneapolis, A.A.Freeman of La Crosse, ana W. 
H. Brazier of Milwaukee. Messrs. Mannigola, 
Pettit. James, Harris, and Freeman were ap- 

ointed as a committee to confer with the Win- 
er wheat millers to arrange a satisfactory 
scale of prices in the bigher grades of flour. 
The Winter wheat millers simply appointed a 
committes to confer with the Spring wheat 
men, and adjourned to meetin Indianapolis the 
first Tuesday in February, when a general meet- 
ing of the millers of the Winter Wheat States 
will be held. 


CALHOUN’S OLD HOME. 
CotumsiA, 8. C., Dec. 18.—The farmer 
element in the Legislature won another sub- 
stantial victory over the lawyers to-day when 
the Senate, by a vote of 17 to 15, passed the 


House bill aecepting the bequest to the State 
by tho late Thomas G. Clemson, John C. Cal- 
houn’s son-in-law, of the old Calhoun home- 
stead at Fort Hill for the purpose of establish- 
ing an exclusively agricultural college. The 
bill carries with it appropriations for the erec- | 
tion of the necessary buildings and equipment. 

The conservative element in the General As- 
sembly have bitterly epposed this measure 
upon the ground that the study of practical as 
well as theoretioal agriculture is already amply 
provided for by the State ia the State Univer- 
sity in this city. In the meantime Gideon Lee 
of New-York, who married a daughter ef Mr.

Calhoun. It is believed by many that Gov.

TO REORGANIZE THE NAVY. 


A BILL WITH THAT OBJECT INTRO- 


DUCED BY SENATOR FARWELL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Senator Farwell to-day 
introduced a bill for tho “ Reorganization and in- 
creased efficiency of the personnel of the navy.” 
The bill was prepared by W. C. Farwell, a Surgeon 
in the navy, whose le in support of the measure 
was submitted with 1%” The bill is intended to rem- 
edy the discrimination now existing against certain 
officers and to facilitate promotion. It divides the 
active list of line officers into 10 grades—Admiral, 
Vice-Admiral, Rear-Admiral, Commodore, Captain, 
Commander, Lieutenant-Commander, . Lieutenan 
Lieutenant, junior grade, and Ensign. ‘he tirs 
two grades are to become extinct with the death of 
the incumbents, A Commodore on the active list 
may be assigned to the command of a squadron, with 
the rank, title, and pay of Rear-Admiral. The 
chiefa of the bureaus of the yards and docks, 
equipment and recruiting, navigation and ordnance 
shall be appointed from the active list of line of- 
ticers, not belew the rank of Commander, and shall 
have the relative rank of Commodore. 

Tho active list may consist of 1 Admiral, 1 Vice- 
Admiral, 6 Reur-Admirals, 10 Commodores, 46 
Captains, 85 Commanders, 74 Lieutenant-Com- 
maniders, 250 Lieutenants, 100 Lieutenants, junior 
grade, and 150 Ensigns. : 

The active list of the Medical Corps shall consist 
of Directors, with the relative rank of Captain; 15 
Inspectors, Commander; 50 Surgeons, Lieutenant- 
Commander; 65 Passed Assistant Surgeons, Lieu- 
tonapt, ana 26 Assistant one pier Lieutenant, 
junior grade. The Chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery shali be appointed from the active 
medical list not below Inspector, and shall have the 
rank of Commodore and title of Surgeon-General of 
the Navy. 

The active list of the pay corps shall consist of 
13 Directors, rank of Captain; 15 Inspectors, Com- 
mander; 50 Paymasters, Lieutenant-Commander; 
30 Passed Assistant Paymasters, Lieutenant, and 
20 Assistant Paymasters, Lieutenant, junior grade. 
The Chief of the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing 
shall be appointed from the active list of the pay 
corps not below the grade of Inspector, with the 
relative rank of Commodore and the title of Pay- 
master-General of the Navy. 

The active list of the Engineer Corps shall con- 
sist of 16 Directors of Machinery, rank of Captain; 
15 Inspectors, Commander; 50 Chief Engineers, 
Lieutenant Commander; 75 Passed Assistants, 
Lieutenant: 70 Assistants, Lieutenant, junior 
grade, and 50 Assistants, 'nsign. The Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering shall be appointed 
from the active list of the Engineer Corps, not be- 
lew the grade of Chief Kngineer, with the rank of

Rear-Admiral, $7,500; Commodore, $5,000; Captain, 
$3,500; Commander, $3,000; Lieutenant-Command- 
er, $2,500; Lieutenant, $1,$00; Lieutenant, junior 
grade, $1,600; Ensign, $1,400. Provision is made 
for increasing the pay of oflicesrs 10 per cent. for 
every period of five years served in the rank 
held, provided that Captains shall not re- 
ceive more than $4,500 and Commanders $4,000 a 
year, and for certain allowances to be made for 
shore duty, &«. Stat oflicers retirad after 45 years’ 
service shall have the rank of Commodore; officers 
retired at the age of 62 before serving 40 years 
shallhave the same rank after the fortieth anni- 
versary of their entry into service.

PEDDLERS MUST SELL BY WEIGHT. 

The Board of Aldermen yesterday passed 
the followiug ordinance: 


SECTION 1. Noperson shall sell, offer, or expose 
for sale any vegetables, fruits, or berries in barrels, 
baskets, crates, or bags in any of the public mar- 
kets of the city of New-York, or within the limits 
thereof, or in any of the public streets of the city of 
New-York, except the weight of the contents of 
—— barrel, basket, crate, or bag shall be as fol- 
OWS: 

SKC. 2, Every barrel of spinach shall contain not 
less than 40 pounds; every barrel of sprouts shall 
contain not jess than 50 pounds; every bushel of 
potatoes shall contain not less than 60 pounds; 
every bushel of turnips, carrots, parsnips, or beets 
shall contain not less than 50 pounds; overy bushel 
of sweet potatoes or onions shall contain not less 
than 55 pounds; every bushel of tomatves shall 
contain not less than 60 yee every bag ot string 
beans or wax beans shail contain not less than 40 
pounds; every bagoft cranberry or lima Dbeansor 
green peas shall contain not less than 50 pounds. 

Sxc. 3. And that every barrel, bag, box, basket, 
and crate of vegetables, truit, and berries offered or 
exposed for sale, or sold in any ofthe public mar- 
kets of the city of New-York, or within the limits 
thereot, or inany of the public streets in said city, 
in any other way than provided for in the previous 
sections. shall be labeled, stamped, or marked out- 
side thereof in plain letters and numerals of at least 
one inch in size, with the actual and correct meas- 
urement or weight of the confents thereof, 

Sic. 4. Any one violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance, and any one offering or exposing 
for sale or selling any of the articles herein speci- 
fied or mentioned in the places herein described, or 
in any other way than. herein mentioned and pre- 
scribed, shall forfeit and pay a fine of $1@ for each 
an:i every such offensw.

Whatever may be the purpose of the 
majority,jand whether they hope to attain it 
in this or in the next Congress, it is plainly 
the duty of the Democrats to use every 
effort to expose fairly and fully the true 
character of the measure as a deliberate 
scheme to sustain and promote monopoly. 
The task is a difficult one, and the Repub- 
lican managers are doing everything they 
can to increase the difiicuities, but the 
Democrats have to remember that they are 
working, not for the present alone, but fer 
the future. The monopolists are desperate. 
They plainty think that in the next two 
years lies their only chance of getting a 
hold that cannot easily be shaken. The 
only possibility of defeating them is by 
exposure, and for this the current discus- 
sion afiords the opportunity. 








The opening of the new wing of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in Central 
Park yesterday aftorded the opportunity for 
the expression on tie part of the two public 
officials taking part in the proceedings, the 
Mayor and President of the Park Depart- 
ment, of the hope that the doors of the in- 
stitution would hereafter be thrown open 
to the people on Sunday. But those who 
spoke in behalf of the Trustees uttered no 


word in regard to this great need. Mr. 
MaARrQuanD, in accepting the building from 
the city, declared that the Museum was in- 
tended not only for those interested in the 
fine arts, but for the industrial classes as 
well, ag much for the humble artisan as for 
the most refined lover of the fine arts. It was 
not a mere show place for the amusement 
of the people, but a place for their instruc- 
tion. This is all very fine, but, 1f it is true, 
why close the institution in the face of the 
industrial classes and the humble artisans 
on the only day of the week on which they 
can availthemselves of its means of in- 
struction? Dr. PHrmMeE spoke of the relative 
investment of the city and of the Museum 
association in the establishment and their 
relative shares in the running expenses, but 
presumably they have a common object in 
view and they should have a common de- 
sire to make the beneiicial influences of the 
Museum as great as possible, 








When we consider the conditions of life 
in those parts of the South in which the 
blacks are in the majority the wonder is 
not that such aftrays as that reported from 
Wahalak, Miss., should happen now and 
again, but that they should not happen 
oftener. Kemper County, in which this 
riot oocurred, has an established reputation 


‘for disorder, though its population is by no 

means so largely African as that of some 
other counties in Mississippi. By the last 
census it contained 8,537 colored people to 
7,100 whites, while in some counties the 
blacks outnumber the whites three to one. 
It is clear that nothing to the purpose can 
be done outside of the community thus 
disturbed, except in the line of a riot more 
extensive than can be dealt with by the 
local authorities. Especially any inter- 
ference by. the National Government can 
only be mischievous, unless it amounts to a 
military occupation of the kind abandoned 
twenty years ago. Fortunately there is no 
fear that a select committee will be ap- 
pointed to investigate the Wahalak riot 
with aview to making political capital. 
There is nothing in that way to be made 
out of a massacre in hich all the victims 
were white. 








We find in the Zribune the interesting as- 
sertion that the Hon. RicHarpD W. THOMP- 
son of Terre Haute ‘for several years has 
been devoting all his energies to the ad- 
vancement of the Panama enterprise.” It is 
tolerably well known that Mr. THOMPSON 
was retained somo years ago by M. Dr LEs- 
sEps, at an annual salary of $25,000, to act 
as Chairman of the Panama Canal Com- 

“pany’s so-called ‘‘ American committee,” but 

the statement that he has devoted his ener- 
gies to anything more laborious and ex- 
hausting than the drawing of his salary ‘is 
news indeed. Tho venerable Mariner of 
the Wabash appears to have been passing 
his declining years quietly in Terre Haute, 
where neither the misfortunes of the 
company in France nor its blunders 
on the isthmus have diverted his mind 
from the peaceful contemplation of an in- 
teresting career and the preparation of 
cumbrous volumes on the protective tariff. 
What has he done for the canal company? 
What could he do? Has he directed the 
expenditure of the sum of $2,400,000 ap- 
propriated by the company for the use of 
its American committee? That may have 
been his task. If so, the holders of the 
bankrupt company’s shares and bonds in 
France should require him to report con- 
cerning the objects for which the money 
has been spent. Such a report might be 
But it is not probable 
that Mr. THoMPSON will make it. We are 
inclined to think that in the remote re- 
cesses of Terre Haute he has not permitted 
his mind to be burdened by trifling details 
like these.

The view taken by Mr. Tomson, the 
well-known African traveler, that STANLEY 
perished without ever reaching EMIN Pasha 
seems to conflict with the fact’that a letter 
which the former is known to have carried 
to Emin has been sent to Suakin by OSMAN 
Diana. Still, itis clearly conceivable that 
STANLEY was attacked and killed by the 
Mahdi’s forces before arriving at Wadelai, 
and that the letter was taken from his dead 
body and delivered to the Mahdi. Mr. 
THOMSON was a strong advocate of reliev- 
ing EmIN by an expedition from the oppo- 
site coast of Africa. He believed the Congo 
route to be the more dangerous as well as 
the less known and more circuitous; hence 
he is now prepared to read all the doubtful 
signs as indicating that a disaster quite dis- 
tinct from EMIN’s fell upon STANLEY while 
pursuing the Congo route. There is still a 
possibility, however, that STANLEY may 
have joined EMIN and delivered his letter 
before the calamity that is said to have oc- 
curred at Lado, and that he may not have 
been with Emin when the latter was capt- 
ured by the Mahdi’s troops.

DOES THIS MEAN TRUSTS? 

We believe that the larger part of the Re- 
publican Party are perfectly sincere in their 
opinion that protection by means of tariff 
duties is an advantage to the country, that 
it is necessary to establish industries which 
we would not otherwise obtain, that it re- 
pays the sacrifice required by it, and ulti- 
mately produces for the American market 
goods as cheap as they could otherwise be 
got, and even cheaper, and that the Repub- 
lican Senators and Representatives can be 
trusted to deal with the tariff in such man- 
ner as to bring ‘about these results. We 
have no doubt that so far as their votes 
were the issue at all, 
the mass of the party in the late elections, 
and for many years past, have been guided 
by these views. We wish, therefore, to ask 
our Republican friends of this class—-and 
we are happy to count a great many of them 
among our readers—to consider, in the light 
of this theory, the action of the Republicans 


in the United States Senate on Monday last. 
This action, we may note in passing, does 
not differ in spirit or effect from that taken 
on numerous other matters of like signifi- 
cance and importance during the fortnight 
that the Senate has been in session. 

The Senate had reached the paragraph in 
the metal schedule of the committee’s tariff 
bill fixing the duty on spikes, nuts, washers, 
and horseshoes at 18-10 cents a pound. 
Senator VEST moved that the rate be fixed 
at 135 cents a pound, a very moderate re- 
duction of one-sixth the duty imposed by 
the bill. It wasintended rather to test the 
willizgness of the Republicans to make any 
reduction whatever than to produce any 
change in the effect of the duty. The 
present duty is at once prohibitory and, 
from the protectionist point of view, un- 
necessary, because these articles are now 


influenced by 


made so cheapiy here that they aremever 
imported and can be and are exported to 
the very markets abroad where they are 
made. Senator MCPHERSON of New-Jer- 
sey, who is in no sense a ‘‘free trader,” but 
is rather of the Randall type of protection- 
ist Democrats, sustained the amendment. 
He pointed out that the cost of labor in 
these articles was not more than 19 per 
cent. of the total cost of production, and 
that the only effect of a high duty was to 
enable the makers to charge any price that 
they could maintain in the American mar- 
ket. The amendment was voted down by a 
strict party vote. 

The next paragraph was one fixing the 
duty on iron and steel wheels, steel-tired 
wheels for railway purposes, and all rail- 
way tires at 21 cents per pound and at 1% 
cents per pound on ingots, cogged ingots, 
blooms, or blanks forthe same use. Mr. 





named duty to 2 cents and the second to 
11, cents. The facts in this case are much 
the same asin the other. These goods can 
now be exported by American makers and 
are exported. Thereisnot at present prices 
the faintest danger of foreign competition, 
There isnot the slightest need of protec- 
tion against such competition. There 
can be no pretense of the industry 
not being in absolute control of the 
American market, or of the manufact- 
urers not being able to confer all the ad- 
vantages upon the American workingmen 
and the American consumer that a thor- 
oughly established and thoroughly pro- 
tected industry can hope to confer un- 
der the tariff. All this would be exact- 
ly as true with the slightly reduced 
duties proposed by Mr. MCPHERSON as 
under the duties proposed by the bill. In 
this reduction as in the other the only 
question raised was the willingness of the 
Republicans to vary in any degree what- 
ever from the arrangement their commit- 
tee, on consultation with the protected 
capitalists, have contrived. The amend- 
ment: was voted down, again by a strict 
party vote. 

Now, we venture to ask candid Republic- 
ans to consider what motive on the part of 
their Senators induced this action. It is 
plainly unsupported by any theory of the 
possible advantages of protection as it is 
held by the great body of Republicans. 
It can have but one practical: result, and 
that is to enable the favored manufacturers 
to advance prices. It isnot needed to main- 
tain prices. This can bo done under even a 
lower duty. But if these manufacturers 
desire by any form of combination among 
themselves to restrain or crush out com pe- 
tition at home it is absolutely necessary for 
them that forsign competition shall be ex- 
cluded. That done, they can, on the one 
hand, ofter greater inducements to home 
competitors to join with them, and, on the 
other hand, they have the consumers at 
their mercy. That such combinations have | 
been made, that they can be checked by 
tariff reduction, we have the high Repub- 
lican authority of Senator SHERMAN for be- 
lieving, if any authoriéy were needed, 
which itis not. This casewas notone of an 
eitort to destroy a combination, but it was 
plainly and logically an eftort to prevent 
one, and the Republican Senators defeated 
it. If there be any justification for a pro- 
tective tariff if is held by all rational 
protectionists to lie in the encour- 
agement of home competition. This 
was a distinct blow by Republican votes 
against home competition. If there be any 
limit to tariff duties at all it is the point at 
which fair profits can be made, and which 
cannot be exceeded without inviting im- 
ports. But here is a prohibitory duty im- 
posed to shut out all foreign competition 
and remove all limit-.to the profits of manu- 
facturers and to their exactions from home 
cousumers. Again we ask our Republican 
friends to consider whether this is the ‘* pro- 
tection” they wish to see established. 








TBE SINGLE-TAX IDEA. 

The central idea of HENRY GEORGY’s 
economic philosophy was originally public 
ownership of all land. His method of 
reaching that result was to put all taxes 
upon land and to increase them until it 
would be worth nobody’s while to retain 
the title in it. Occupiers of land would 
simply pay its full rental value to the State 
in the form of taxes for the general benefit. 
This, it was argued, would make it easier 
to obtain possession of land for occupation 
and use and increase the number of hold- 
ers, while it would relieve improvements 
due to labor and all the agencies of produc- 
tion from the burden of taxation. This 
idea of State ownership has become modi- 
fied to the idea simply of a single tax to be 
laid onthe “site value” of land, leaving 
the question of title and ownership undis- 
turbed. In this form it has become the 
subject of much discussion of late, and in 
Boston last Saturday night it was taken up 
and opposed by Mr. E>warpD ATKINSON in 
aspeech before the Single-Tax League of 
that city. 

As a matter for discussion this question 
has the great merit of presenting two sides 
upon which much can be logically urged. 
As one of the speakers who replied to Mr. 
ATKINSON said, ‘the great burden of the 
workingman is the indirect taxes that he 
knows nothing of.” Not only those who 
are generally meant by “ workingmen,” but 
a large proportion of the producers of the 
country of every grade and class bear the 
burden of indirect taxation without prac- 
tically knowing anything aboutit. Taxes 
upon the products of industry and upon 
the processes of production and exchango 
are the most burdensome of all, for 
the reason that they are the most 
unequal and the most costly to col- 
lect, and interfere most with production. 
But they are paid in. the prices for which 
products are sold for consumption, and are 
not recognized as taxes by those who 
finally pay them. They appear in the 
“cost of living,” and just as. certainly 
diminish the value of an income as if they 
were assessed directly upon it. Any agita- 
tion which will make workingmen and 
others fully understand and appreciate 
this will be useful. A single land tax 
would not have the faults and disadvan- 
tages of indirect taxation. 

Taxes on personal property—that is, upon 
values produced by labor and held in indi- 
vidual ownership—are open to serious ob- 
jections, Experience has proved that it is 
impossible to assess and collect them with 
any approach to equity. ‘These Values 
take so many intangible and evasive ferms 
and are so easily transferred and concealed 
that the bulk of them escape taxation. 
Those that are held in trust for widows and 
orphans, or are involved in estates in proc- 
ess of legal settlement, are subject to their 
full share, and afew scrupulous men put 
themselves ata disadvantage with others 
by revealing their ownership, but by 
far the“larger part of accrued wealth 
escapes the burden. A tax that is in- 
evitably unequal, and that bears most 
heavily on those least able to sustain 
it, is certainly objectionable. The single 
Jand tax would not be open to this objec- 
tion. The land cannot, escape, its ownor- 
ship cannot be concealed, its assessment 
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tion of a tax upon itis the easiest and cheap- 
est conceivable. Neither is the argument 
of the advocates of this tax against putting 
burdens upon improvements without force, 
Taxes can be readily laid upon buildings 
and machinery and the appliances of in- 
dustry and trade, and made reasonably 
equal and just, but to a certain extent they 
operate to check improvements and produc- 
tion, to diminish the resalts of labor and 
enhance the cost of living. 

In dealing with the ‘‘incidence” of taxa- 
tion one fundamental fact must always be 
keptin mind. Taxes, whatever their form 
and however levied and collected, must 
come out of the product of labor. There is 
noother possible source for them. What- 
ever is taken from this product for public 
purposes there remains just so much the 
less for the use and enjoyment of the pro- 
ducers in their capacity as consumers of 
what they have produced. The system that 
makes the smallest difference between what 
is needed for public uses and what is act- 
ually taken from the producers, that in- 
volves the least waste, is to that extent 
most meritorious. That which adjusts the 
exaction most accurately in accordance 
with ability to contribute is the most 
equitable. The single land tax is certainly 
a simple, a direct, and an economical means 
of obtaining the needed revenue. Would 
it be equitable ? 

Who would pay the tax, first and last, 
and in what proportion? If a man held un- 
improved land without putting it to any 
use he would pay the tax upon whatever its 
assessed value might be without any pres- 
ent means of recovery. If his land was oc- 
cupied by dwellings the tenants would 
pay their share in rent, and the amount 
would be graduated according to the costli- 
nese of their habitations, which would in 
some sort correspond with their means. If 
it was occupied for business purposes by the 
owner or by some one renting from him, the 
taxes would be paid from the profits of the 
business, and would more or less. affect the 
wages paid therein and the prices of the 
products manufactured or handled on the 
premises. Each man’s contribution would 
be closely apportioned to his ability as 
an earner or a _ purehaser. In _ other 
words, the tax would be ‘“ diffused,” as all 
real estate taxes are, and the adjustment 
would be much more nearly equitable than 
any artificial devices could make it. Con- 
sidered simply as a scheme for raising the 
needed public revenue the single-tax idea 
has much to commend it. It is our sole 
purpose now to present it under that as- 
pect without considering incidental effects 
upon land ownership or industrial condi- 
tions. Its opponents address themselves 
to these effects almost exclusively. 








THE REPUBLICAN CLUB. 

The most interesting question concerning 
the Republican Club is whether the empha- 
sis is to be placed upon the adjective or the 
substantive in its title. If it be mainly a 
club and only incidentally a political or- 
ganization, then clearly its members are 
entitled to apply any test of clubbability 
that may seem good to themin deciding 
upon applications formembership. It seems 
clear that they have rejected one candidate 
because he was a Boy and two others be- 
cause they were supposed to be Jews. Itis 
said that this supposition is unfounded 
as to one of them, but the presumption of 
Hebraism in the case of a gentleman sur- 
named MOssEs is very strong, so strong that 
those who are not of his acquaintance may 
be pardoned for accepting it as proof. 

Nevertheless, a man’s right to his preju- 
dices within the limits of the law is clear, 
and whosoever does not like Jews is at liber- 
ty to blackball them ‘‘as such” in any club 
of which he may be a member, just as he is 
at liberty to blackball Baptists or million- 
aires. The anti-Semitic feeling is some- 
times fully reciprocated, for there are Jews 
who would assuredly blackball Christians as 
persone non grale, and would have a perfect 
right todoso, Ifthe authority of SHAKE- 
SPEARE is to be taken, Shylock drew the 
line at purely social intercourse with 
Gentiles.) He would buy with them, 
sell with them, talk with them, and 
walk with them, but he would 
not eat with them, drink with them, 
or pray withthem. Prayer does not as 
yet form part of the exercises in any 
New-York club, in spite of the rumored 
efforts of our esteemed contemporary, Col. 
Evuiotr F. SHEPARD, to organize a semi- 
weekly prayer meeting in the billiard room 
of the Union League. But eating and 
drinking are unquestionably conspicuous 
among the functions of clubs, and a man 


with whom another is unwilling to eat and 
drink is undoubtedly, as te that other, un- 
clubbable. As Sir THOMAS BROWNE re- 


‘marked of another social drawback common- 


ly and erroneously imputed to Hebrews in 
his time, there is nothing “gentilitious or 
national” about defective table manners,and 
there is not the presumption in this respect 
against Jews as Jews that undoubtedly 
operates against Boys as Boys. The Boy 
who insisted upon sharply distinguishing 
the uses of the knife and the fork would be 
in danger of being looked upon by his fel- 
low--Boys asa dude. In order to be accept- 
able at once asa clubman and asa Boy he 
would need to possess himself of two codes 


of etiquette and to practice under one or the 
other as occasion might require. 

But after all, itis not necessary that the 
reasons for blackballing a candidate for 
membership of a club should be good rea- 
sons. If the Republican Club were organ- 
ized on anavowedly anti-Semitic basis,there 
would be nothing in its purpose contrary to 
the constitution and laws so long as that 
purpose remained purely social. It is no 
queerer that a man should ‘shun to sit” 
with Jews and Boys than that he should 
shun tosit with Democrats and Mugwumps. 
Republicans of the straightest sect manage 
to derive comfort, and have lately been de- 
riving stores of hats and cigars, from social 
intercourse with these classes of their fel- 
low-citizens. The queer gentlemen who 
have founded the Republican Club, if 
it be a club, have founded it because 
they prefer not to eat or to drink, to 
converse or to play billiards, except with 
men of like minds with themselves about 
the tariff and the Southern question. Se far 
as we have learned, the men who are ex- 
cluded by the very title of the club have 
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not betrayed the least desire to invade its 
privacy. 

Of course if the club is primarily Repub- 
lican and but incidentally a club, the case 
is very different. It is then designed os- 
tensibly to promote the success of the Re- 
publican Party and in reality the political 
ambitions of its founders. For the first. of 
these objects Jews and Boys are both of the 
highest importance. It is declared of one 
of the excluded gentlemen that he has 
been a “liberal contributor” to the Repub- 
lican fund. The Republican Party is by no 
means above taking the money of Jews. A 
Republican organization which announces 
that it has no use for Jews or for Boys does 
not promise to be a very powerful political 
engine. When the founders of this exclu- 
sive society succeed in getting their nomi- 
nations and come before the public, includ- 
ing the Jewish and Boyish public, as candi- 
dates for office they may be astonished at 
the results of their attempt to combine 
club life with practical politics. 








ENGLAND’S FOREIGN MAIL PACKET 
SERVICE. 

One of the pleasing spectacles to which 
the protectionist orator treated us in the 
campaign was the sight of him frothing 
at the mouth one moment in denunciation 
of everything English, and the next ex- 
horting his hearers to vote for the party 
which proposes to imitate the English pol- 
icy of steamship subsidies. There may be 
some who would be glad to know the facts 
about English mail ‘‘ subsidies.” 

There is no uso in turning to the English 
budget under the head of “Shipping Sub- 
sidies.” Iti does not know the term. All 
that the Government pays te owners of 
steamships is entered under the title 
of ‘Foreign Mails Packet Service.” For 
the year ending March 31, 1887, the es- 
timates called for.a total of $2,935,- 
749, This sum is grouped as follows by 
continents: Europe, $91,000; America, 
$1,078,125; Africa, $58,620; Asia, 
$1,799,000. ; 

What is the proof that these large aums 
are paid simply for carrying the mails, and 
to enable the Imperial Government to have 
regular and rapid communication with 
British colonial dependencies? In the first 
place, the whole matter is within the con- 
trol of the Post Office. These expenses ap- 
pear as a part of the general papers and ac- 
counts of that department. This has been 
the case ever since 1860. Before that date 
the management had beenin the hands of 
the Lords of the Admiralty, and fer a con- 
siderable time the service had cost as much 
as $5,060,000 yoarly. Upon the transfer 
to the General Post Office the expenses at 
once dropped one-half. Here is an interest- 
ing conundrum for the advocates of ship- 
ping bounties who rely on England’s ex- 
ample: If Americans found no difficulty in 
competing with English shipowners, in 
1858,when England was paying $5,000,000 
for ocean mails, why can they not doit 
now, when the sum paid is only about one- 
half whatit then was? Evidently some- 
thing besides subsidies will have to be 
mentioned in theanswer. That this packet 
service is almost wholly a business arrange- 
ment of the British Post Office is also 
shown by the fact that the service is nearly 
self-supporting. Counting out repayments 
by the colonies, the cost of the service last 
year was greater than the amount received 
in postage by only $200,000. That sum 
may stand for the tax upon the country 
as a whole for carrying ocean mails; the 
rest of the expense is met by the 
letter writers whose correspondence is 
carried. Many Englishmen consider this 
an unfair division. There is a con- 
siderable movement now on foot in 
favor of penny ocean postage. Its adve- 
cates say that the letter writers alone 
ought not to be obliged to pay so much 
more than the actual cost of carriage; that 
the regular Post Office surplus of $15,000,- 


-000 should be drawn on for their reliet— 


that is, that the country as a whole, should 
pay more for the advantages now secured 
to the Government by the establishment of 
regular lines of steamers between England 
and her colonies. It must be remembered, 
too, that all this work is done under con- 
tract assigned, in open competition, to the 
lowest bidder. The Post Office gets the 
ocean mails carried as cheaply as it can. 
That the foreign mails packet service is 
partly kept up as a convenience to the 
Home Government and the colonies alike 
is shown by the fact that the latter meet a 
part of the oxpense. For 1886-7 the 
amount estimated as repayments by the 
Colonial Governments was $518,800. This 


sum is covered into the exchequer as extra 
receipts, though it should properly be de- 
ducted from the cost to England of the 
packet service. The English Government 
also has in mind, in this policy of large pay- 
ments for ocean mails, the advantage of 
having ready to its hand it case of war 
swift cruisers to be used with the regular 
navy. This is provided for in the mail con- 
tracts. For example, in 1882 several of the 





fine steamers of the Peninsular and Oriental 


Company were used as transports for artil- 
lery and stores to help in the subjugation 
of ARABI Pasha. = 

The hastiest glance at the statistics of 
England’s foreign trade ought to be enough 


to dispel forever the notion that these con- 
tracts for carrying her ocean mails are 
arranged with an eyeto resulting trade. 
Take an instance ortwo. England’s total 
commerce with the Continent of Europe in 
1885 was nearly three times that with 
Asia, yet the amounts paid for carrying 
mails to Asia were nearly two hundred 
times as great as those devoted to the 
European mails. It is clear that distance, 
difficulty, and colonial interests are the 
things that account for this immense diffor- 
ence, and not at all a subsidy to promote 
trade. English trade with the United 
States in 1885 fcoted up $571,406,238 
and with the West Indies $20,484,790; 
yet for carrying the mails to the West 
Indies nine-tenths as much is paid as in 
the case of the United States. To all 
steamships carrying English mails to 
Mexico and Central and South America, 
less than $100,000 is paid, a less sum pro- 
portionately to work done and voyages 
made than our own Government gives in 
the same cases. In fact, a study of the 





matter with the figures before one, putting 





aside the vast amount of windy declama- 
tion on the subject, will show that it is a 
misnomer to call English payments for 
mail carriage on the ocean subsidies. Un- 
doubtedly it is an advantage to English ship- 
owners to secure a mail contract. They 
have to take it now at one-half the figures 
of thirty years ago, but still it is no doubt 
an advantage. But so is their system of 
free ships. So are the shipbuilders’ free 
raw materials. Sois the country’s system 
of free trade, which makes an immense for- 
eign commerce possible and gives shipown- 
ers cargoes going and coming. There is no 
proof whatever that the subsidies aloae, 
agreeing to the name for the moment, would: 
do for us what free trade and free ships and 
liberal navigation laws have done for Eng- 
land.

DALY’S THEATRE. 

The third subscription night at Daly’s 
Theatre, and the last until after the Christmas 
holidays, was dsvoted to a revival ef “ Needles 
and Pins,” a lively farcical plece, witha few 
touches of real comedy in it, which hada long 
run nine years ago, and w lmost the first of 
that series of merry, dain pieces from the 
German that are called “the Daly plays.” The 
house was crowded by a fashionable aumence, 
and the performance provoked a great 





deal of mirth and applause. Miss Ada 
Rehan, whose artistic skill has inoreased 
conaiderably since she first acted the 


ingenuous heroine of this piece, returned to her 
old part with abundant zest. Her performance 
of Silena Vandusen was as girlish and charming 
as ever, and the fun that she and Mr. John 
Drew, as the young lawyer, put into their ex- 
traordinary lovemaking was appreciated as 
highly as it used to be. Mrs. Gilbert was, as of 
old, the flaxen-haired spinster whose kittenish 
behavior annoys the weazen, whispering, scien- 
tific bachelor to whom she has plighted her 
troth, and Mr. Lewis was again the bachelor, 
very quaint and droll in speech and action, very 
hilarious under the influence of that glass of hot 
Jamaica he drank at his club. 

The sailor’s hornpipe, always danced dy these 
highly-esteemed comedians in “Needles and 
Pins,” was not omitted. It was introduced in a 
new way. Nicholas Geagle, the bachelor, in- 
formed Miss Dosie Hefron, the spinster, that he 
would not dance at the masquerade ball because 
the only dance he could do was the sailors 
hornpipe, which “Old Lewis and Mrs. Gilbert 
used to do on the stage.” Miss Dosie was con- 
fident that she could do the hornpipe as well as 
the actress. So they tried it. The interpolation 
in the text put the house in a frenzy of delight, 
and the dancé, which was given twice, was as 
neat and brisk and graceful as ever. 

The cast also inciuded.Mr. Fisher as Mr. 
Vandusen, his former part; Mr. Bond as Kit 
Vandusen, Miss Rose Eytinge as Mrs. Vandusen, 
Miss Jean Gordon as the benevolent heiress, 
and Miss Isabel Irving, who has already becoma 
a favorite with the frequenters of Daly’s The- 
atre, as the intelligent maid servant. The 
“Nursery Cotillion” was danced in the mas- 
querade scene by the younger ladies and gen- 
tlemen of the zompany, and the eftect was very 
pretty.

The New-York String Quartet gave the 
first of its series of concerts this season at Stein- 
way Halllast evening. The audience was small, 
but decidedly appreciative.

It ehowed a fine command of the mate- 
rials of quartet writing, but the composer had 
nothing tosay.

AN IMPORTANT TAX DECISION. 

St. Pau, Minn., Dec. 18.—The following 
desision of the Supreme Court, filed this after- 
noon, is one of great importance. It establishes 
the principle that all evidences of indebtedness, 
such as notes, mortgages, &c., ars taxable. The 
syllabus gives the main points of the case, 
which is that of theState of Minnesota, respona- 


ent, against A. T. Rand and others, Rufus 
Rand, and Kate A. Rand, appeliants. Four per- 
sens entered into a written agreement with a 
corporation to sell and convey to 1t certain de- 
scriped real estate for a sum named, of whicha 
small portion was paid down. The corpdération 
agreed in the same writing to pay the 
balance of the purchase price upon certain 
specified days, with interest, payable annual- 
ly, and was given possession of the proper- 
ty. It was also agreed to pay the taxes 
assessed ‘against said property. Held, 
that the debt thus arising from the corpora- 
tion purchaser was an assessable credit under 
the Constitution and revenue laws of the State 
of Minnesota. The persons named in said 
agreement having failed to list the said credit 
for taxation, the Assessor, as required by sec- 
tion 36, chapter 2, of General Statutes, 1878, 
listed the same for its full amount against 
the four persons whose names were meén- 
tioned in the agreemert. Upon a refusal 
to pay the taxes assessed and levied 
upon this credit a citation of the 
District Court was issued, directed to the 
four persons named, enly two of whom were 
served, These appealed separately and an- 
swered, setting up the facts. Upon trial of 
these facta the court ordered and judgment was 
entered against thetwo who were cited and 
who alone appealed for the full ameunt of the 
taxes levied upon thecredit. 

Held, that the listing and assessment in this 
form was Irregular and the judgment Dased 
thereon erroneous. Had the listing and assess- 
mounts been iu proper form these appellants 
could not eseape paying their share of the total 
tax under thia citation. As it is, the judgment 
is reversed.

BAXTER Sprinas, Kan., Dec. 18.—The 
Indian Territory Convention met in the City 
Hall to-day and passed resolutions favoring 
the immediate opening of the entire Indian 
Territory to white settlers and the allotment of 
lands in severalty to Indians. Ex-Gov. T. T. 
Crittenden of Muisseuri was elected perma- 
nent Chairman and C. W. Daniels of Baxter 
Springs Secretary. Quite a number of chieis 
and influential men of the various Indian tribes 
Came out atrongly in favor of allotment of 
lands, of the individual responsibilities of giti- 
zenship and the protection of the General Gov- 
ernment. The sentiment of the convention wag 
in favor of giving the Indians all their lands if 
necessary, but to divide them in severalty, 
inake them e@itizens of the United States, and to 
make the Indian Territory one of the prosper- 
ous States of the Union.

Ab- 
bett 18 again a candidate for the office, and 
Hadspeth is making ancther tight forthe Speak- 
ership. Thore are other candidates, too. Join 
R. McPhersun wants to go back to the Senate, 
and Frank MoDermitt of Newark has declared 
his positive irtention of being the next Speaker, 
Assemblymen Farrellanad Heppenheimer have 
alse anniunced themisslves as candidates for 
this henor. 

Ab open revolt has been made already by 
some of the ceven Democratic members in 
Hudson Couaty against the canvass of Mr, 
Hudspeth and war wae ‘eclared, last week.

CAPT. GREENU’S STORY.

A TIMELY RESCUE WHEN THREATENED 
BY DOMINICAN DESPERADOES, 

According to the story told by Capt. W. 
H. Greeno, who formerly commanded the Nova 
£cotian brig Martha J. Brady, and who with his 
wife, mate, and six seamen arrived en the 
steamer Saginaw, yesterday, the protection of 
American men-of-war is needed somewhere else 
than in Hayti. Capt. Greeno ieft Annapolis, 
Nova Scotia, in the Martha J. Brady, bound for 
the West Indies. On the night of Oct. 28 ths 


brig was blown ashore on the southeast coast 
= San Domingo at a place called San Luis Petit 
rou. 

The vessel had struck a reef and lay in a very 
dangerous position, so Capt. Greeno got his wife 
and crew into the boat and succeeded in getting 
ashore. They had only the clothes on their 
backs and afew articles and ship stores they 
could lay their hands on. Next morning, after 
passing a night exposed io the elements, Capt. 
Greeno saw thatit would be possible to reach 
the stranded brig and obtain from it the eftects 
of the crew, the salle and other property. A 
boat went over to her and succeeded in getting 
a quantity of useful things. 

On its return and while the Captain was en- 
gaged in putting up atent to shield the party 
somewhat from the rays of the tropical sun a 
band of ferocious-looking Dominicans, armed to 
the teeth, descended on the camp. The crew 
grasped what arms they had and warned their 
pDiratical-looking visitors to keep at a respectful 
distance. There were about 50 men in the 
armed party and they might easily have slaugh- 
tered the hanaful of sailors, Put their respect 
for Anglo-Saxon bravery kept them at a dis- 
tance, while one of Capt. Greeno’s crew, who 
was a Spaniard, held a parley with them. 

The Commander of the desperadoes, a tall, ras- 
eally-looking fellow of Spanish descent, whose 
waist was garnished with revolvers and bowie 
knives, while he carried in his arms a long mur- 
derous-looking rifle, suid that he would give 
Capt. Greeno until the fellowing morning to de- 
cide wnat he would do. If in that time all the 
property of the party—money, watches, and 
anything else of any value—were not given up 
to the armed.band they would forthwith pro- 
ceed to kill all hands and take what they could 
lay their hands on. 

Capt. Greeno resolved to fight, but thought 
also that he could do so to a better advantage 
ir he had some help. He sawa brig anchored 
about four miles distant and to this he sent the 
mate anu one of the crew for help. The brig’s 
Captain, with four of his men returned, fully 
armed, and the next morning, the band ef 
Dominicans, seeing that Capt. Greeno had been 
reinforced, left the neighborhood. 

The Captain took his wife without further 
difficulty to a small village near by, and from 
there word was sent, to San Domingo City for 
&@ Vessel to bring the shipwrecked party to that 
pose. A schooner arrived in a few days and all 

ands reached San Domingo safely, where 
they embarked on the Saginaw. 





THE CHICAGO WHEAT MARKET. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—Operators here who 
are practically out of the wheat market since it 
became so narrow and “ professional” are nat- 
urally trying to figure out what the “high 
rollers” are doing. One of thsm zave his opin- 
ion to-day substantially as follows: “ Trade 
will continue to drag until some of the peaplo 


who are standing pat on their long wheat 
undertake to sell out. Itis a sort of : triangular 
fight. One corner of it is represented by 
the Baker-Fairbank wheat, another by Trego 
and the two Smiths, with Oudahy, who 
is a bull with moderate holdings, ané 
Bully Linn and his following te eoin- 
plete the circle. Roche and Lindblom are 
now about the only plrngers on the floor who 
are working the bear side, Ream Is scalping on 
the iong side, but he is careful not to let any of 
the people who are under the market unload 
upon him. The holdings of theso big longs rep- 
resent anywhere from 15,000,000 to 25,000,000 
bushels, and a good share of it issold practically 
against the cash wheat or by the owners of it. 
Of course nobody wants to go short heavily with 
such paltry receipts or No. 2 as we are getting. 
The market is uow hejd up by muscle, and the 
fur will have to fly yet before the sirnggle is 
over.” 

It ia still believed that visible stocks are about 
as large as they will be on this crop, and that 
they will soon begin to decrease, though the 
bears argue that there are big reserves in the 
country available for millers. The strength de- 
veloped late to-day was owing to the covering 
by shorts.

CLUB BIGOTRY 


INFLIOTING A SERIOUS BLOW 
. ON ITS EFFIOIBNOY. 

A STRIKE AT HEBREWS WHICH HIT 
ONE OF ITS BEST HELPERS—A YAN- 
KEE MISTAKEN FOR A HEBREW. 

The action of the Republican Club of 450 
Fifth-avenue in blackballing Benjamin F. Poix- 
otte and James W. Moses Monday night be- 
cause some of the members believed them to be 
Hebrews, and because, as they remarked, they 
‘“‘had enough Jews in the club at present,” has 
kicked up & row which the organization will 
not hear the last of in some time. Henry C. 
Perley, the Chisf Clerk of the Tombs Police 
Court, was blackballed also, but that was be- 
cause he happened to be, it was asserted, a 
member of the ‘“‘machine” and one of the 
“boys.” The fact that the olub recently in- 
dorsed him as the Republican candidate for 
County Clerk was entirely ignored. 

Itis by no means .likely that the centlemen 
who were not admitted will seek for a reconsid- 
eration by the club of its action. As one of 
them expressed lt yestorday: “We don’t earearap 
about the club, anyway. We only permitted the 
use of our names because we were requested to 
do so.” A good part of the members of the olub 
are indignant that olass or religious principles 
should enter into the election of persons to 
membership. They declare that at the next meet- 
ing of the organization they will soek to pass an 
amendment to the constitution by means of 
which any repetition of Monday night’s actien 


will be made impossible. That will, it is said, 
make a considerable difference in the personnel 
of tho next Board of Officers elected. 

The biackballing of Mr. Peixotto by any Re- 
publican organization would be, it is thought, a 
singular recognition of his services to the Re- 
publican Party. For three generatiens his 
Tamily bas been a New-York one. He is a prom- 
nent lawyer as well as an intelligent politician. 
For nearly 15 years he acted as United States 
Consul at Lyons, Franee, and Bucharest, Rou- 
Mania, and during the last campaign, at the

** stumped” the West in behalf of Harrison and 


‘Morten, Heisamember of the Ohio Club, the

wide circulation, and is a prominent member of 
the Temple Israe), at One Hundred and Twenty- 
tifth-street and Fifth-avenue. Under no Gir- 
cumstances will be regard the action of the Re- 
publican Ciub as in any sense important, and, 
should the organization reconsider its action, he 
will refuse the use of his name. 

But now comes the humorous part of the 
situation. Mr. Moses, who is one of the best- 
known members of the Cotton Exchange and 
also a prominent politician, is not a Hebrew at 
all. He is from Maine and is an out-and-out 
Yankee. He said yesterday that he had nota 
traee ef Hebrew blood in his veins, though 


his name was certainly suggestive that the 


contrary was the ease. So far as the action of 
the club was concerned, 1t was rather an insult 
to his sponsor, Gen. Cyrus Bussy, than any 
slighton him. He was inclined to treat the 
whole affair as a joke and so were his fellow- 
Exchange members, for they broke the mouot- 
ony of his existence yesterday by forming cir- 
cles about him, executing Indian war dances, 
aud intoning ‘‘ Hallelujah” and *selab.” 

Mr. Perley, far from being aunoyed, expressed 
himself as being amused. ‘I have been solic- 
ited several times,’ he said, “to join the Re- 
publican Club. I think they have been after me 
for tne last two years. Last Autumn, Mr. C. K 
Lexow, well known among lawyers, came to 
mo and showed me a decument to convince me 
how many members of the local political club 
had made applications for election to member- 
ship in the Republican Club. I saw several of 
my friends.sign this paper and I followed their 
example. Hence, I certaintly did not apply for 
membership because [ had any desire to join, 
but simply because I was teased into it. Lhere- 
fore, I can scarcely know much about the action 
of the club Monday‘night.” 

Edward T. Bartlett, the President of the club, 
Was not prepared to say anything concerning 
the past or future actions of his organization. 
fo far as he was concerned, he said, he had 
voted for both Mr. Peixotto and Mr. Moses. 

Among the. Hebrews of the city there has 
been aroused a spirit of resentment which, 
unless the organization can make @ more satias- 
factory excuse than it has yet attempted, will 
go far toward destroying its efficiency in any 
future political campaign. The influence upon 
the main political organization will be, it is 
said, serious to an extreme degree. One of the 


‘best known and most prominent officers of the 


Republican County Committee declared it more 
than probable that the latter would con- 
sider the club’s action, at its next meet- 
ing, in resolutions which would leave no 
mistake concerning the way in which 
the central political body regards it. It will 
discountenance any ruling against Hebrews or 
persons of any other religion who are good cit- 
izens by any organization avowedly formed for 
p®itical purposes. One well-known member of 
the club, Jefferson Seligman, declared he did not 
think the club’s action was based upon the re- 
ligious belief of Mr. Peixotto, but whatever it 
was based upon he said it was ill’advised, and 
should be promptiy repudiated. Such action 
could not help butinjure the value and standing 
of the olub. 

Edward Lauterbach was indignant. He said 
that though he wasa Republican he would most 
cortainly—if this sort of thing was to continue 
—withdraw from any affiliations with men 
whose ideas were so narrow as to confine the 
citizens of the United States within the bound- 
aries of Christianity. He did not believe, in 
fuct he could not believe, tirat the Republican 
Club, iu whose roll were the names of so many 
prominent men, could set itself upon the record 
as being opposed to the admission of Hebrews. 
Similar views were held by many other infiuen- 
tial Republicans, among whem were Jesse 
Seligman and Luther Kountze. 

It ie declared that out of the enrolled 500 
members of the Republican Ciub only 23 are 
Hebrews, and among these are men who con- 
tributed more than their share to the expenses 
of the last campaign. In fact, of the total 
amount raised by the organization quite one- 
third came from this small proportion of He- 
brews whoare apparently so objectionable to 
its members. Previous to the next meeting of 
the organization, next mouth, it is said, these 
gentlemen will meet aud adopt some agreement 
under which, unless their stunding in the club 
ia not Made more apparent than grouping them 
in the phrase, ‘‘Too many Jews already,” they 
will resign and exert their infiuence in favor of 
some other organization. 


AGAINST THE BIG DAM. 

The Aqueduct Commissioners yesterday, 
at their rooms, in the Stewart Building, listened 
to opinions against the building of Quaker 
Hiram Remson, Professor of 
Chemistry in the Johns Hopkins University, 
spoke of a fresh-water sponee that grows in 
many lakes and reservoirs, and it gives to the 
water a detestable odor and can only be re- 


moved by draining the reservoir. He said, how- 
ever, thatita plan could be devised by which 
the lowest depths of the water eould be drawn 
off whenever necessary, the big dam might give 
a supply of whelesome water. Charles H. Has- 
well, the civil engineer, testified that such a 
dam might be built, but that it would take all 
the resources of modern engineering and a big 
eghare of good fortune to earry it to a euccessfui 
eempletion. Robert L. Darragh, the contractor 
and builder, testified that the Quaker Bridge 
Dam would be ditfieult to clean, and as it would 
hoard up every bit of water in all that great 
watershed it would also naturally hoard up 
every bit of sewage. No estimate of cost had 
yet been furnished that was at all accurate, and 
if the dam was built from Mr.Church’s specifica- 
tions it could not last any length of time. The 
Commissieners wili meet again Friday. 








ANOTHER OPIUM SMUGGLER CAUGHT. 

St. Paut, Miun., Dec. 18.—Another ar- 
rest has been made in the opium smuggling 
case. Dr. Guernon, Collector of Customs, re- 
ceived a telegram this morning from James G. 
Thompson, Deputy Collectcr at Bottineau, say- 
ing that he had safe in custody A. J, Curran, the 
consignor ef the 400 pounds of opium. Curran 


lives some two miles from Bottineau and only 
four or five miles frem the Canadian line. and 
the wender is that he did not take the alarm 
aud escape. He came from Moose Jaw, North- 
west Territory, and made entry upon the land 
where he is new living in 1887. He will be 
taken to Bismarck for examination. 

The opium seized at the Minnesota Transfer is 
contained in 890 tin cases, cailed by the Chinese 
tive-tael cans, cach of which is equal to about 
eight ounses avoirdupois. It is manufactured 
in British Columbia. Bottineau is seme 500 
miles frow St. Paul, and the opium waa 14 days 
in transit before it arrived at the Minnesota 
Tranafer.

A TKESTLEWORK SWEPT AWAY. 

GREENFIELD, Mass., Dec. 18.—A trestle- 
work on the Fitchburg Road, 50 feet long, over 
the Deerfield River at the east portal of the 
Hoosac Tunnel, was swept out by the ice and 
water last night, and travel over the road was 
suspended until noon to-day. The last train to 
cross was the joca! passenger train leaving 
Greenfield for the West at7 P.M. The express 
train leaving Boston at 7 P. M. was stalled in 
Greevfield last night, but went West this morn- 
ipg, atrangements having been made to carry 
through the passengera and baggage. The rail- 
road company has been replacing the old wood- 
en bridge with a modern iron one, but in this 
cave it was necessary to build a trestlework 
slightiy above the old bridge, and this bas been 
in use for Ste time while the new bridge was 
being built. There would have beon no trouble 
had f not been for the ice, The thaw of Satur- 
day and Bunitay started this, and leat no it 
went out with a ruvb, taking the trestle along.

1WO PAINTINGS BY GERMANS. 


A chance to see the highest class of work 
by German masters may be had to-day and to- 
morrow at the Schaus Gallery, on Madison- 
square, Two paintings on the way to their 
new owners outside the city will be shown fora 
day ortwo. They are “The Hour for Coffee,” by 
Ludwig Knaus, and “‘ The Quartette,” by Fried- 
rich August von Kau)bach. 

The latter isa nephew of the more famous 
Kaulbach, known to us especially by illustra- 
tions. He stands at the head of his profession 
in Bavaria, and for the present picture re- 
ceived the gold medal at the last exhibition in 


Munich. In Germany there is a very large 
class of people who read an innocent periodical 
called Die Gartenlaube, and may be character- 
ized thereby. Thus, ifyou want to knew who cer- 
tain people are you ask if they are of the kind who 
read the Gartenlaube,and you know exactly what 
they will do and say under given circumstances. 
Director von Kaulbaeh has painted four grown 
and one little girl of the kind who read 
the Garfenlaube. We may be sure of it, 
though their gowns are somewhat finer than 
usual and although no tell-tale sheet placards 
the faet. The older four are singing a piece of 
music as tney sit in a shady arbor attended by 
two small St. Charles spaniels. A pretty blonde 
is seen fullface; a dark-haired girl in black 
turns her back, and a third with fair hair has 
her profile toward us. So intent on her musio 
is the last that she has drawn her feetunder her 
chairin a very natural movement that indi- 
cates concentration and even eagerness. Tne 
little girl snuggles up to the side of her who is 
in full face. On the left is another blonde, who 
appears to be watching for the moment when 
she shall join in the song. 

In the background to the left is the corner of 
a@ country house; the arber and garden full of 
trees close the view elsewhere. The four giris 
are very finely distributed and are harmonious, 
sweet figures. Tho drawing is very neat with- 
out being impeccable; the color good; the 
painting often tending toward the effects of col- 
ored chalk, a tendency probably increased by 
the glass which covers the picture. It isa 
pleasing cemposition which will be apt to recur 
in steel engraving or etching, for it has every 
element of popularity. 

The Knaus is of a auality rarely if ever 
shown in this country, and is a single figure 
dated 1874. An old man, who might be an 
errand “boy’’? for some shop or inn, sits by a 
meagre iron stove and drinks from a blue cup 
and saucer, turning bis eyes and head a little 
with a humorous, humble, deprecating look. 
The rusty tall haton the floor with thoroughly 
Germanic parcel in blue paper and a yellowish 
kerchief; the dirty boots and thick, soiled 
trousers and coat; the veined hands and 
wrinkled cheeks makes the figure very roal. 
Pernaps the hands are not so well done as the 
face, but the difference between the handling is 
extremely small. The stove and the pottery 
coffee pot are capital pieces of still life, and the 
giow under the grate is very well rendered. 
Such pictures as this account for the enormous 
prices paid in Germany for works by Knaus.

FORMALLY OPENED WI1H AP- 

PROPRIATE ORREMONIES. 
THE POPULAR DEMAND FOR SUNDAY 
OPENING INDORSED BY SEVERAL OF 
THE ORATORS OF THE OCCASION. 

~ The ceremonies attendant upon the formal 
pening of the new southern wing of the Met- 
Yopolitan Museum of Fine Arts drew to its deora 
esterday afternoon a vast throng of people, in- 
eluding many of those best known and most 
highly cultivated in the city. Long before 1:30 
P. M., the hour set for the ceremonies to begin, 
the main hall, where a platform had been erect- 
ed for the speakers and prominent guests, was 
completely filled, and late comers feund it nu 
@asy task to obtain good positions. The gal- 
leries surrounding the hall also held many 
Spectators, and in a section directly behind the 
platform were the Mendelssohn Glee Club, 
which volunteered its services for the occasion. 
On the platform were seated the Vice-Presi- 
Gent of the Board of Trustees, W. C. Prime, 


D., and the speakers of the occasion, the 
Rev. Dr. Jehn Hall, Mayor Hewitt, J. Hampden 
Robb, and Beary G. Marquand, Others on the 
latform were Hugh J. Grant, Benson J. Loss- 
ng, Joseph H. Choate, Lewis M. Rutherford, 
VJobn Jay, the Rev. Dr. Paxton, the Rev. Dr.

ty. 

J. Hampden Robb, the President of the Board 
of the Park Commissioners, on behalf of the de- 

artment, then made the delivery of the build- 

ng tothe Board of Trustees of the Museum, 
‘with the remark that he was not present to de- 
liver an address: but a building, which he did 
with all the te wishes of the department. 
He expressed the hope that the time was net 
Yar distant when the doors of the Museum 
ee be open to the people of the city on Sun- 
ay. 

On behalf ot the Trustees, Henry G. Mar- 
quand, the Treasuror, accepted the building and 
spoke at some length. The interest shows by 
the public in the enterprise was, he stated, a 

reat satisfaction to the Trustees, but perhaps 

t had been eclipsed by the interest shown by 
tho city authorities. The building and its con- 
tents were intended not only for the instruction 
of those interested in the tine arts but fer the 
industrial classes as well, as much for the hum- 
Dbiest artisan as for the most refined lover of the 
fine arts. The Trustees had no idea of making 
the Museum a mere show place for the amuse- 
ment of the people, but rather a place for their 
fastruetion. 

At the conclusien of Mr. Marquand’s address a 
®ong. written for the occasion, entitlea ‘Of 
Glorious Birth was Art,” was sung by the glee 
club, after whien Dr. Prime delivered an ad- 
dress to the members of the Museum. He 
prefaced his remarks by congratulating the 
members on their creation, out of nothing, of 
the great wonders of the collection. Eighteen 
years ago there was nothing—not even any 
money—to begin with; only the will to dv. 
Now, every object in the Museum is either the 

ift of a member or purchased by their money. 

he relations of the Museam to the oity are 
simple. The city, desiring to educate the peo- 
ple. agreed to furnish a building and bear a por- 
tion of the running expense if the Muscum 
“were removed to Central Park and the people 
were allowed free entrance on certain 
days of the week. The city’s investment 
‘thus far is about $1,100,000, or an annual 
interest of $66,000, while the investment 
of the Museum members reaches $2,500,000, 
representing $150,000 a year. The running ex- 
penses last year were $42,620, of which amount 
the city paid $15,000, while the remainder, 
$27,000, was given by the Museum, & free gift 
to the people of New-York and all their visitors. 
In conclusion Dr. Prime said: “We have only 
begun our work; our successors must carry it 
om Artist and student and workingman will 
ali find here rest. refreshment, and recreation.”

ROBBED IN BROAD DAYLIGHT. 


MISS ELIZABETH TALBERT ATTACKED 
BY A BLACK. BIGHWAYMAN. 

While Miss Elizabeth Talbert, daughter 
of Benjamin Talbert, a broker at 31 Wall- 
street, was walking along Lenox-avenue near 
her home, 132 West One Hundred and Twenty- 
second-street, Monday afternoon, she was at- 
tacked and knocked down by a burly negro, who 
snatched her purse containing $10 and a valua- 
ble Mug and ran away with it.

borhood. Clark was produced, but he had been 
considerably battered while resisting arrest, 
aud Miss Talbert had some difliculty tn recog- 
nizing him positively as her assailant. Yester- 
day, in the Harlem Police Court, Clark was 
— in default of $800 bail for examina- 
tion. 

The assault was a particularly atrocious one, 
and Miss Talbert is still suffering from her tn- 
juries reeeived from a highwayman, in full day- 
light, andina cowparatively thickly-inhabited 
neighborhood. The police are not yet confident 
that their prisoner is the assailant, but they re- 
gard the probabilities to be decided!y in favor 
of such a conclusion. 

He has a particularly bad record, having 
served a term of two yoars for stealing a trank 
from the Cosmopolitun Hotel while employed 
there, and having, three years ago, broken into 
Williams’s dry goods store, One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-street and Third-avenue, and steal- 
ing several valuabie umbrellas.
